Groups unite to battle ‘crazy ’ p lans

ENVIRONMENTAL groups 
in the county have slammed 
proposals for a new genera¬ 
tion of electricity pylons they 
claim would desecrate our 
countryside. 

Campaigners have criticised 
Government proposals which could 
see 12 new lines of pylons stretch over 
170 miles of the English landscape 
and criss-crossing areas of outstand¬ 
ing natural beauty (AONBs) in coun¬ 
ties including Kent, Somerset and 
Lincolnshire. 

Areas set to be effected include parts 
of the North Downs, Canterbury, 
Swale and Medway 

Dr Hilary Newport, director of the 
Kent branch of the Campaign for the 
Protection of Rural England (CPRE), 


said: “Pylons are unnecessary urban 
structures that blight the countryside. 

“There are already bits of Kent, for 
example south of the M2, that are just 
absolutely blighted by pylons stretch¬ 
ing off into the distance.” 

Nationally, the CPRE has joined forces 
with the Campaign for the Protection 
of Rural Wales, the Campaign for 
National Parks and the National 
Association of Areas of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty to fight the plans. 

Author Bill Bryson, CPRE’s presi¬ 
dent, said: “This is crazy - more 
pylons do not equal progress.” 

The coalition has launched a cam¬ 
paign calling for major investment in 
a ‘smart grid’, which ensures high 
voltage lines avoid AONBs, national 
parks, world heritage sites and green 
belt land. 

It includes measures to reduce demand 
on electricity and proposes new offshore 
wind farms connected to the National 
Grid using underground cables. 


Dr Newport of the Kent’s CPRE 
said: “The concept of the smart grid is 
something that’s a more intelligent 
way of making the best out of what 
we’ve got. 

“What we don’t want is a flourish of 
new pylons because it is so terribly easy 
to let them fade into the background. 
We do not want a proliferation of new 
pylons allowed to happen by default.” 

The proposals have come from a 
report by the Electricity Networks 
Strategy, which is jointly chaired by 
the Department of Energy and 
Climate Change and Ofgem, the 
industry regulator. 

It lays out how the electricity trans¬ 
mission network would be expanded 
to cope with new energy from renew¬ 
able sources as well as extra coal and 
nuclear power stations. 

A map shows how new lines would 
stretch through Kent from Sellindge 
across the North Downs to

IT’S a symbol of wealth in a town 
synonymous with good living, 
writes Steve Knight. 

But proof the recession is biting even the 
richest has been underlined after a pawnbro¬ 
ker in Tunbridge Wells paid out when a cus¬ 
tomer cashed in their classic sports car. 

Wessex Pawnbroking and Finance only 
opened a week ago but has already been 
inundated with expensive items from resi¬ 
dents of the royal spa town struggling to 
secure loans from banks. 

The car exchanged for a loan from Wessex 
is thought to have been an Aston Martin - 
similar to those driven in classic James Bond 
films - which regularly sell today for more 
than £100,000. Project manager Steve Fuller 
said the business’ early success showed that 
even Kent’s wealthiest were feeling the 
effects of the recession. 

He said: “For us, the timing couldn’t have 
been better because a lot of people are expe¬ 
riencing hard times and having to deal with 
unsympathetic and unhelpful banks. 

“A lot of people knew we were opening in 
the town, so we’ve had a busy last few days. 
People have come to us for help with debt, 
business cashflow problems and even so they 
can afford to pay for cosmetic surgery. 

“A lot of people here are investment 
bankers or work in other senior positions.

Canterbury and from there west towards 
Sittingbourne before heading towards the 
Thames Estuary via the Hoo Peninsula. 

Dr Newport said: “Carpeting the landscape 
with wind farms and pylons is not the answer. 

“Giving householders the ability to use very 
much less electricity without it impacting 
their lifestyles is. The smart network is not 
just about technology it’s also enabling people 
to make the right decisions.” 

Steve Dawe, spokesman for the Kent Green 
Party, said the group was also very much 
against the addition of new pylons and said in 
other European countries the grid ran under¬ 
ground. 

He said: “People make such a big fuss about 
onshore wind farms but pylons are the ugliest 


Some used to rely on bonuses to pay for their 
children’s school tuition fees, so if they are 
not receiving bonuses the money has to come 
from somewhere. If you need a loan quickly 
and you’ve got a classic car that you don’t 
drive, then it makes sense to pawn it to us.” 

In September, Tunbridge Wells was ranked 
second in a list of the UK’s snootiest places, 
finishing just below Westminster. It was also 
deemed the most popular destination for 
house-hunters wanting to leave London in 
search of a better quality of life. 

However, earlier in 2008 the Ministry of 
Justice revealed how the town had experi¬ 
enced a 22 per cent rise in the number of 
homeowners facing repossession orders. 

Experts blamed the increase on the high 
cost of properties in the town, leading to buy¬ 
ers borrowing more than they could afford. 

Mr Fuller said if people came to Wessex for 
help, they would be assured their belongings 
would be kept safe until they could afford to 
pay the loan off. He said: ‘We lock them away 
in a secure location. We insure their belong¬ 
ings for them, too. 

“There’s no credit-scoring or anything like 
that, and our customers won’t have to pay 
monthly interest. They are just given a six- 
month loan and pay the interest at the end.”

A spokeswoman for the National Grid said: 
“The report is looking at where renewable 
energy will be coming from in order to meet 
climate change targets for 2020 and 2050. 

“From our point of view, we go to public con¬ 
sultation and start talking about it as soon as 
we can. The report looks at the options. 

“It is as close as we’ve got to a blueprint for 
future energy and electricity and how it will be 
connected.” 

She said the new planning law meant the 
process would begin with public consultation 
and environmental impact would be taken 
into account. 

‘We have to work in parallel with whoever is 
generating the power so when they are ready 
to generate we are ready to take their power to 
the grid,” the spokeswoman added. 


Arbitration 

call in KCC 

pa y disp ute 
with unions 

UNION members at Kent County 
Council look ready to take industrial 
action in an attempt to secure a two per 
cent pay rise. 

Staff are unhappy at being offered only 
a one per cent wage increase in the 
authority’s budget this year and union 
officials say they will ask members to 
“work to rule” if their calls go unheeded. 

Working to rule would mean staff stick¬ 
ing to the exact terms of their contracts 
by refusing to work extra hours or carry¬ 
ing out tasks not listed in their job 
descriptions. 

Unison’s Kent branch secretary David 
Lloyd said both Unison and the GMB was 
asking the county council to negotiate on 
the pay award through arbitration. 

While discussions are ongoing the 
union has agreed to suspend any indus¬ 
trial action. 

Mr Lloyd said: “School teachers are 
being given 2.45 per cent pay awards, but 
support staff working alongside them are 
only being offered a one per cent increase. 

“A large proportion of the people we are 
fighting for are earning less than £20,000 
a year, so we don’t think a two per cent 
rise is unreasonable.” 

Response 

Mr Lloyd added that Unison has 
requested the Advisory, Conciliation and 
Arbitration Service (Acas) be involved in 
the discussions with KCC. 

The authority increased council tax 
2.44 per cent earlier this year - its lowest 
rise since the levy was introduced in 
1993. 

At the time, leader Cllr Paul Carter 
said KCC had to make £38.7 million of 
savings to avoid raising council tax fur¬ 
ther. 

Responding to the threat of industrial 
action, deputy leader Cllr Alex King said: 
“The one per cent pay award for KCC 
staff is a fair one that will protect front¬ 
line services and jobs during this time of 
economic uncertainty. 

“To put the union ballot into context, 
the county council employs more than 
44,000 staff. Only a small number - 
about three per cent or 1,500 workers - 
are looking to take some form of industri¬ 
al action. 

‘We are waiting for the unions to con¬ 
firm both their request for arbitration 
and the terms of reference before 
responding to them.”

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Kent pupils miss out on 
grammar school places 
to out-of-county rivals

GRAMMAR schools due to wel¬ 
come hundreds of out-of-county 
pupils next year have been criti¬ 
cised for putting league tables 
before local children. 

Information obtained by independent 
education advisor Peter Read shows that 
268 youngsters living as far away as 
Greenwich and Lewisham have snapped up 
places at grammar schools in the west and 
north-west of the county 

Because some of those schools are super- 
selective and target pupils with scores of 
more than 400 in their 11-plus exams, it has 
resulted in more than 40 who did not make 
the grade being asked to attend grammars 
on the other side of Kent instead. 

Mr Read said: “Historically, schools have 
always tried to accommodate the children 
living closest to them and I feel very sad that 
this is not always the case any more. 

“The parents I have been advising just 
can’t believe what’s happening. There are at 
least 12 children living in west Kent who 
have been offered places in Folkestone. 
That’s just not acceptable for most people. 

“KCC wants to put an extra grammar 
school in Sevenoaks and if that were to hap¬ 
pen it would massively ease the problem.”

Mr Read said the biggest influx of out-of- 
county pupils was into the four Dartford 
grammar schools, with 29 children coming 
from as far as Greenwich and another 15 
from Lewisham. Youngsters from Bromley 
have taken up 59 Kent grammar school 
places, Bexley 56 and East Sussex 50. 

Martin Frey, of the Stop the Eleven Plus 
(Step) campaign group, said: “More and more 
grammar schools are now choosing children 
according to their results rather than where 
they live, so what’s to stop pupils from 
Glasgow coming down? At what point does a 
reasonable distance become ridiculous?” 

Earlier this month, KCC’s education chief 
Cllr Mark Dance told KOS Media that 
pupils would continue to miss out on suit¬ 
able places while Labour remains in power 
because the Government will not approve 


the building of any more grammar schools. 

His view was echoed by Paul Carter 
when the KCC leader spoke to BBC Radio 
Kent earlier this week. 

Cllr Carter said: “We need to have more 
grammar school places in west Kent. I am 
going to try to do everything I can between 
now and next year to make sure we have the 
right number of grammar school places in west 
Kent and if necessary reduce down the num¬ 
ber of grammar school places in east Kent.” 

Another worrying statistic for parents is 
that this year eight Kent grammar schools 
turned away more than 40 first-choice chil¬ 
dren who had passed their 11-plus tests. 
Last year there were just three. 

Mr Read said: “It’s partly down to parents 
being more aware in choosing the schools 
they see as being the successful ones.” 

Meanwhile, Medway Council has refuted 
suggestions it only recently changed its poli¬ 
cy of not allowing late applicants to apply for 
empty spaces in its grammar schools. 

A spokesman said the authority had 
offered children the opportunity to sit the 
Medway Test after the main testing date for 
“several years”, adding that any pupils who 
have not yet sat the exam have until mid- 
August to do so.

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‘Negligent’ claim against 
KCC sparks legal warning 


KENT County Council has lodged 
a formal complaint against the 
Audit Commission after the 
spending watchdog accused it of 
“negligently” investing millions in 
Icelandic banks. 

The authority currently has £50 million of 
taxpayers’ money frozen in the country’s 
crisis-hit financial system - the most by far of 
any in the country - with no guarantees yet 
that any of it will be recovered. 

Yet despite KCC’s insistence that £47m of the 
figure could not have been saved, Thursday’s 
report by the Audit Commission revealed 
how the council paid in £8.3m in early October 
- just days after a warning on September 30 
that one bank’s credit rating had fallen. 

The authority had already admitted £3.3m 
had been mistakenly invested because an 
email warning against it had not been read. 

KCC chief executive Peter Gilroy and 
leader Cllr Paul Carter were so angry with 
the wording of the report they sent a letter of 
complaint to the commission, asking it to 
retract the comments made and apologise. 

The letter read: “Conclusions in the report 
are based upon supposition and the flimsiest 
of evidence, lacking in research, thorough 
analysis and empirical data. 

“No account was taken of the detailed and 
painstaking reviews of local authority invest¬ 
ments undertaken by independent auditors. 

“Terminology such as ‘negligent’ is used 
with reckless disregard for the legal conno-

tations it infers and the damaging effect it 
might have on the standing and reputation of 
the authorities so labelled.” 

KCC has since indicated it is considering 
taking legal action against the commission. 

However, Kent Labour leader Cllr Mike 
Eddy said County Hall’s leaders should “take 
their medicine and learn from it”. 

He added: “It’s veiy interesting that when 
the Audit Commission praised KCC and 
named it a four-star council in a different 
report a couple of weeks ago, it was accepted 
without question. 

Unforgivable 

“There are a lot of questions that need to be 
answered by [finance cabinet member] Nick 
Chard and [KCC leader] Paul Carter about 
the way in which they organise the business 
of this council.” 

The Audit Commission report said most 
councils had heeded warnings about the 
declining credit-worthiness of Icelandic 
banks during 2008, and acted. 

However, it said that some had ignored the 
risks and that seven others, including KCC, 
had behaved “negligently”. 

About £18m of Kent taxpayers’ money is 
being held by the UK-based Heritable Bank, 
with the remaining £32m split between 
Landsbanki and Glitnir. 

News of the report sparked anger among 


KOS Media readers, who called for Cllr 
Carter’s head on our kentnews.co.uk website. 

Andy Johnson, from Westgate in Thanet, 
wrote: “So at what point does Paul Carter 
consider resigning the leadership of the coun¬ 
ty council? Millions of pounds of our money 
lost by KCC in Iceland. Whose fault? Well, 
clearly not Cllr Carter’s if you listen to him.” 

An anonymous Ashford resident added: 
“Appalling, unforgivable and worse than that 
everyone is apparently innocent. KCC is a 
shambles.” 

A total of £954m was invested by councils 
and other public bodies in Icelandic banks, as 
well as £10m by the Audit Commission itself. 

Cllr Carter described the report as a piece 
of “stunning hypocrisy” on his internet blog. 

He added: “I am satisfied our independent 
report has identified one case of human error 
and that we have taken swift and appropriate 
management and disciplinary action in light 
of this report. 

“We have fully complied with central 
Government recommendations to spread risk, 
depositing in some 31 financial institutions 
and depositing our reserves where we could 
get a reasonable rate of return in accordance 
with our full council agreement. 

“Our financial team are confident we will 
recover the significant majority of the money 
and as preferred creditors we expect to start 
receiving payments from the receivers as 
early as this July.”

A tasty plan to rejuvenate old pavilion 




EXCITING plans have been unveiled for east 
Kent landmark the Royal Victoria Pavilion. 

The old casino in Ramsgate is set for a mas¬ 
sive makeover after Land Group, a property 
services firm, revealed its proposals for the site. 

It wants to turn the building into a leisure 
complex with five restaurants and a 
Continental-style farmers’ market. 

Customers will be able to select a steak or 
fish from the market and have it cooked for 
them in one of the restaurants just minutes 
later, six days a week. 

The venue could also have a centre for con¬ 
ferences, weddings and other functions in the 
part of the building that was the old nightclub. 

Land Group chairman Lindsay Nielson said: 
“The heart of the project will be a small indoor 
market that will sell Kentish food and local 
produce such as meat, fruit and vegetables 
and particularly fish. 

“Off that there will be the five restaurants 
located around the building. As well as a 
fish restaurant, there will be one for meat, a 
patisserie, an Italian and one that is part of the

conference centre area. He added: “This will 
be the culmination of the cafe culture in 
Ramsgate and a destination venue that will 
boost the bustling scene in Marina Esplanade 
further.” 

All 20,000 sq ft of floor space will be used if 
the project gets the go-ahead. 

Thanet District Council owns the building, 
but it is currently leased to the Rank Group, 
which ran the casino. 

Mr Neilsen said: “We are still in negotiations 
with Rank, but hopefully those will be resolved 
soon and we can then put the plans, which are 
still being drawn up, in.” 

Rank moved out of the historic pavilion in 
2007, when G Casino was opened at West- 
wood Cross. 

The fabric of the building has suffered great¬ 
ly in recent years. 

Prominent residents of Ramsgate have long 
called for it to be tidied up, repaired and made 
use of rather than have it sit dormant and 
unused while vandals and the elements take 
their toll. 
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New film brings back memories for pioneering broadcasters of Radio Caroline 


A time when pirates 
ruled the (air) waves

PARTYING and practical jokes to 
a soundtrack of rock ‘n’ roll - some 
of the pioneering 'pirate’ DJs of 
the Swinging Sixties have shared 
their memories. 

To mark the release of the latest big screen 
offering from British director Richard Curtis, 
The Boat that Rocked, set aboard an offshore 
'pirate’ radio station, Kent on Sunday spoke 
to three rockers from the county who pushed 
the boundaries of the law to bring pop music 
to the masses. 

In their 20s Roger Gale, the Tory MP for 
Thanet North, and BBC Radio Kent presen¬ 
ters Dave Cash and Roger Day, were among 
a crew of young men who became ‘pirates’ of 
the airwaves in 1960s to challenge the 
Government’s monopoly of radio. 

Curtis’s film stars Bill Nighy, Ryhs Ifans 
and Bond girl Gemma Arterton, from 
Gravesend, and is based on the story of Radio 
Caroline, which began broadcasting off the 
coast of the UK in 1964. 

Mr Gale, who joined the Radio Caroline DJ 
team in August of that year, said: “When we 
were out there for the summer we were 
jumping off the side of the ship to swim as 
the records played. 

“We would work a fortnight on the boat 
and have a week off. Huge crowds would 
welcome us off the boat, lots of girls. I was 
engaged at the time so I did not revel quite 
as much as others.” 

In celebration of his birthday, the late night 
rock show presenter and his co-DJs decided 
to play a game involving their listeners. 

The ‘pirate’ boats had to stay three miles 
away from shore so they were in internation¬ 
al waters and not bound by English law. 

Mr Gale told how the DJs asked all the 
people in nearby coastal towns to drive down 
to the beach and flash their headlights. 

“The coastguard went berserk. They were 
good times,” he said. 

BBC broadcaster Dave Cash, who worked 


on pirate station Radio London from 1964- 
67, said presenting the Kenny and Cash 
show with the legendary Kenny Everett, was 
the most fun he has ever had. 

“We made fun of everything that moved 
and things that didn’t too,” he said. “It was 
incredible. We made up names for people and 
created all these crazy characters.” 

Mr Cash was lucky enough to go to the 
film’s premiere on Monday and got to hang 
out with a host of stars including Sir Paul 
McCartney. 

Anarchy 

“In reality it was kind of opposite to the 
film,” he said. “When we were on the boat we 
were working. Radio London was a profes¬ 
sional ship, there were no girls, supposedly, 
no drugs and we were rationed to three bot¬ 
tles of beer a day. 

“It was two different lifestyles. We were 
guys in our 20s out on a ship for two weeks 
and when we came ashore, well, shall we say 
we partied.” 

His friend, Johnny Walker - now a BBC 


Radio 2 presenter - one of the Radio 
Caroline DJs, was used by Curtis as a con¬ 
sultant for the film. 

“The thing is that The Boat that Rocked is 
not the story of pirate radio it is a romantic 
comedy set in the times of pirate radio,” Mr 
Cash said. 

“Richard [Curtis] was a keen listener. The 
first shot in the film is of a young boy going 
to bed. He shuts the door and hides under 
the sheets with his radio; that’s Richard I’m 
sure. He has captured the spirit of it very 
well in the film. It was anarchy.” 

His colleague at the Beeb, Roger Day 
worked at Radio Caroline from 1966-68. 

He said: “It was the dream job for a 21-year- 
old. Playing great music and having a laugh.” 

He told how to fill the time between shows 
on the ship, the young men would squirt each 
other with the fire hose and play practical 
jokes such as setting the breakfast show 
team’s alarm clocks so that they would wake 
up five hours too early.

“BEYOND the law”, is how former ‘pirate’ 
DJ Roger Gale described the work of the 
offshore radio stations in the early Sixties. 

However, in 1967 Harold Wilson’s 
Labour government brought in the Marine 
Broadcasting Offences Act, which made it 
illegal to advertise or supply the ‘pirate’ 
radio stations from the UK. 

Dave Cash, who started his career 
broadcasting from a ‘pirate’ ship, met up 
with his once arch-enemy the Labour 
MP Tony Benn, who was Postmaster 
General and responsible for broadcasting 
policy at the time. 

“He told a wonderful story,” he said. 

“He was at home one day and [Harold] 
Wilson the Prime Minister phoned him 
and asked what he was doing and he 
said ‘I’m listening to pirate radio’. 

“Wilson said ‘so am I, now how are we 
going to stop them?’.” 

Mr Cash questioned the politician over 
how, as a renowned champion of freedom 
of speech, he could silence the ‘pirates’. 

He said Mr Benn replied that it was his 
job and that he too had liked The Beatles. 
Mr Benn also worked to ensure that it was 
the marine offences act that was passed 
rather than a far more stringent bill. 

Roger Day told how he was stopped at 
customs on his way home after the 1967 
law was passed. 

The officers, he said, saw his long hair 
and stopped him thinking they might find 
some drugs on him, but when they 
opened his case they discovered piles of 
fan mail addressed to Radio Caroline. 

He said: “They shut the case and said 
‘Okay you can go, we’ve got better things 
to do then arrest DJs. Next time play us 
a record. We think it’s a stupid rule’. 

“This was typical of the times.” 

Mr Day added: “It all ended when the 
Government passed the marine offences 
act. We kept going, but the advertising 
diminished. It did not pay the bills. 

“It was the saddest day of my life - 
that job was the best I ever had.”

PROPERTY values in Kent are set to soar 
by a total of £1.6 billion when the High 
Speed 1 rail link opens later this year, 
according to its operator. 

London and Continental Railways (LCR), the company 
running the faster domestic line launching in December, 
predicts it will bring a range of benefits worth more than 
£17.6bn to the county over the next 60 years. 

The ultra-fast trains will 
be stopping at Kent stations 
including Ashford and 
Ebbsfleet on their way to 
London’s St Pancras. 

Ashford MP Damien 
Green described the service 
as “a shaft of good news in a 
time of unprecedented eco¬ 
nomic gloom”. 

Operator LCR commis¬ 
sioned transport and econom¬ 
ic reports to explore the bene¬ 
fits of High Speed 1 (HS1). 

It concluded the benefits 
could include thousands of 
jobs, new housing and the 
regeneration of several towns. 

Homes around Ebbsfleet 
look set for the largest rise in 
values, increasing by an aver¬ 
age of up to £30,200 when the link opens, the report esti¬ 
mates. The service will cut journey times from Ebbsfleet 
to London to 17 minutes, compared with 50 today. 

It is Ashford estimated property values will be boosted by 
as much as £12,800 when the journey time to the capital 
drops from 83 minutes to 37 minutes, while Canterbury 
homeowners could see increases of up to £8,800. 

Mr Green praised the opening of the new high-speed 
service, describing it as “vital to Ashford’s future”. 

He added: “It will attract new people to the area as 
well as benefiting those who already live here.” 

The service means commuters will spend less time 
travelling and as a result will contribute an extra 


£3.8bn to the economy, according to the report. 

An extra 7,500 people will be able to commute to bet¬ 
ter-paid jobs in the capital when the line opens. 

“HS1 will change the geography of Kent. This report 
gives us a sense of the shift in economic activity that will 
happen because of the infrastructure,” said David Joy, 
LCR’s development and planning director. 

“The rail link will bring wide benefits to those who live 
and work in Kent. In the longer term the county will 
experience regeneration and the benefits may be even 
greater if rail services are expanded again in future.” 

Nigel Berry, manager of TG Baynes estate agents in 
Dartford, said: “With the infrastructure in place, the 
link will draw people to this area who would not have 
looked for property here 
before. That will 
inevitably have an effect 
on prices,” he said. 

However, there are also 
concerns that not all of the 
county will benefit from 
the service. Canterbury 
city councillor Peter Lee is 
concerned services could 
be cut in other parts of the 
county. He said some com¬ 
muters could face longer 
journey times as a result. 

“Places such as Heme 
Bay, Whitstable, Deal and 
Sandwich will undoubted¬ 
ly be worse off,” Cllr Lee 
said. “The new rail link 
will create a very mixed 
result for the county.” 

In further good new for the housing market, homes at 
the top end of the range in Royal Tunbridge Wells are 
bucking the national trend - by going up in price. 

That’s the outcome of an exclusive survey by lifestyle 
magazine So Tunbridge Wells that shows average increas¬ 
es over the last year of around 20 per cent - £170,000. 

The average price of homes in the leading 50 roads 
range from £2.7million down to £550,000. 

Editor Richard Moore said: “Even when you look at all 
property sales, not just the top of the market, Tunbridge 
Wells stands out. The average price of a home in the UK 
is now £205,300. In Tunbridge Wells it’s £305,500.”

Miss King-Hall, who currently lives at 
Halliwell Nursing Home in Tunbridge Wells, 
turned 107 just yesterday and was at Brands 
Hatch for a special pre-birthday treat. 

She was also the first member of the pub¬ 
lic to enjoy a trip in one of the circuit’s new 
BMW M3s, capable of reaching 0-62mph in a 
lightening fast 4.8 seconds. 

Gaiy Palmer, chief instructor at the circuit 
near Longfield and the man charged with 
driving Miss King-Hall around the circuit, 
said she did not want the experience to end. 

“Usually we’ll only take a passenger 
around three times,” he said. “But when I 
pulled in to the pit, Dulcibella asked to go 
again and who am I to refuse?” 

When Miss King-Hall finally emerged, her 
new hairdo still immaculately in place, she 
said that although she very much enjoyed 
the experience, “it could have been faster”. 

Lena Akers, who organised the treat on 
behalf of Elizabeth Finn Care, the charity 
which owns the care home where Miss King- 
Hall lives, explained the pensioner has 
always had a thirst for speed. 

“Cars are an abiding passion of 
Dulcibella’s; during the Second World War 
she tested a wide variety of vehicles com¬ 
mandeered from civilian use. 

“Her love of speed has her constantly asking 
our mini bus driver ‘to go a little faster, please’. 

“What Dulcibella was really after today

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A GRIM child murder from 1946 
is being examined by a Kent 
police cold case team. 

And there is a chance it could be linked to 
an almost identical rape and murder of a 
young girl in Wales. The two deaths were a 
fortnight and hundreds of miles apart. 

It is understood a team of officers in 
South Wales are looking once more at the 
death of Muriel Drinkwater, 12, who was 
killed on June 27,1946. 

According to reports, they have since 
spoken to officers in Kent over the near¬ 
identical killing of Sheila Martin, 11, who 
died in Dartford on July 7 the same year. 

There are no physical exhibits on her case, 
which eliminates the chances of making 
DNA connections between her and her killer. 

Sheila was said to be a quiet and shy girl 
was last seen by her family playing in a 
field near their home. 

Her father Leslie led the search for Sheila 
when she failed to arrive home. 

Both children were murdered in 
woodlands less than half-a-mile 
from their homes. 

The Muriel’s attacker apparently 
lay in wait for her and then carried 
out the sickening attack which saw 
her beaten and raped before being 
shot near her home in a village 
called Penllergaer, near Swansea. 

The Colt 45 gun was found in the 
force’s own museum along with two 
spent rounds and some live bullets, 
but nothing could be found forensi- 
cally as it had been handled so 
much since the 1940s. 

But a full DNA profile has now 
become available following the 
analysis of semen on her coat found 
in a box hidden behind a table at an 
old police firing range. 

Officers believe the killer would 
have been aged between 18-25, 
putting him in his 80s now. 

There has been some attempts at 
DNA matching already, but the 
decades since passed is making the 
job more difficult. 

The DNA could still be used to 
identify the killer if he was now 
dead by matching it to a close male 
relative said Dr Colin Dark, from 
the Forensic Science Service. 

Ten days after Muriel’s murder, 

Sheila was raped and strangled 
with her hair ribbon in Sun Hill 
Wood, near her home in Fawkham 
Green, Dartford.

and Kent at the time includes the 
movement of miners looking for work. 

Detectives in the 1940s did meet 
in London to discuss possible con¬ 
nections between the killings and the 
chances they were down to a single 
man looking for work in both regions. 

A speedway race meeting was on 
at Brands Hatch at the time with 
around 9,000 visitors. 

The venue was so close to where 
Sheila died that a Chief Inspector 
Robert Fabian arrived from Scotland 
Yard and set up a headquarters in the 
Brands Hatch pavilion. He also dis¬ 
cussed his investigation with detec¬ 
tives investigating Muriel’s murder. 

Conclusive 

A Chief Insp William Chapman 
travelled from Penllergaer to 
London for a special conference with 
his colleague to look at the similari¬ 
ties in the cases. 

Now the man leading the Welsh 
murder inquiry is Paul Bethell of 
the South Wales Police Major Crime 
Review Team. 

He said: “Linking cases then was a 
different matter to linking them 
now, but I’ve found nothing conclu¬ 
sive to connect them.

“As in every undetected homicide 
police forces make contact with each 
other. We have spoken to our 
colleagues in Kent, but can find no 
evidential links between the murder 
of Muriel Drinkwater and that of 
Sheila Martin. 

“Those investigating unsolved 
murders never ignore any scrap of 
information - you consider it, it goes 
in the detective’s toolbox.” 

He added: “Inevitably, it is the 
most innocuous piece of information 
that can solve the case. Often 
the simplest solution leads to the 
discovery of the offender, not the 
complex hypothesis.” 

The National Archives hold files on 
both cases. Those connected with 
Muriel’s death are listed as open, but 
are being held “with a government 
department”. And those on Sheila’s 
death remain closed until 2039. 

Kent’s cold case unit had its first 
major success last year after a rape 
and kidnap conviction against a cus¬ 
toms officer who attacked a woman 
12 years before. 

Kelvin Bennett, 45, from 
Birmingham, was caught after 
police took his DNA as part of an 
unrelated probe and matched it to 
the attacker of a mother-of-one who 
was grabbed off a Dover street by 
using a national database.

How out-of-county pupils 
are displacing our young 


COUNTY council data shows there 
is a total of just 131 vacancies in 
Kent’s 33 grammar schools, mainly 
in the east of the county 

Some 268 out-of-county children are taking 
up places in west and north-west Kent gram¬ 
mars, displacing children from these areas 
eastwards - some to grammar schools they 
cannot reach daily. 

More than 40 west Kent children have been 
offered places in Folkestone or Sittingboume. 

The biggest influx is into the four Dartford 
grammar schools, with 29 children coming 
from as far as Greenwich and another 15 from 
Lewisham. Bromley took up 59 Kent grammar 
school places, Bexley 56 and East Sussex 50. 

The most oversubscribed grammar was 
Tonbridge (101 turned away), edging out Judd 
from last year (95). These were followed in 
order by Skinners, Dartford, Weald of Kent, 
Tunbridge Wells Boys’, Maidstone, and 
Tunbridge Wells Girls’. 

This year’s problem is highlighted by these 
eight schools, which all turned away more 
than 40 first-choice pupils who had passed the 
Kent Test. 

However, for the second year running, the 
most oversubscribed school in the county is 
Leigh Academy in Dartford, rejecting 200 first- 
choice applicants. 

One striking feature of non-selective school

Independent education advisor Peter Read is one of the most 
experienced authorities on the annual fight for grammar school 
places faced by our 11 -year-olds. This year it changed and 
children could take the Kent Test exam before having to 
choose their secondary school, but now there are dozens of 
unfilled places at grammar schools while many families can’t 
find a place. Here he writes exclusively about how our children 
are being forced to travel further to school because pupils from 
outside the county have gained places at Kent schools 


ity from year to year. The biggest controver¬ 
sy in the county surrounds Valley Park 
School in south Maidstone, whose popular¬ 
ity has soared this year, turning away 106 
first choices, up from 16 in 2008. 

There are 85 children in the adjacent 
areas who have been offered none of their 
four choices. Other non-selective schools 
rejecting more than 60 first choices are: 
Folkestone Academy (newly rebuilt); 
Homewood (Tenterden); Bennett Memorial 
(Tunbridge Wells); Westlands 

(Sittingboume), Charles Dickens 
(Broadstairs), North (Ashford), 
Archbishop’s (Canterbury); Aylesford 
(rebuilt under PFI and not even full last 
year); Mascalls (Paddock Wood) and 
Fulston Manor (Sittingboume). 

Only half these schools were in the list 
last year, showing how difficult it is to pre¬ 
dict popularity. At the other end of the 
scale, four schools were over half empty 
before children unsuccessful in any of their 


applications were allocated to them. Kent’s 
academies present a very mixed picture. 
Cornwallis, Folkestone and Leigh are all 
heavily oversubscribed. 

The other six, mainly with new buildings 
still to arrive, have a total of 328 vacancies 
between them before some pupils who had 
not applied to them were allocated places 
by KCC. 

Following my campaign in the national 
media, Medway council has changed its pol¬ 
icy of not allowing late applicants to apply 
for the 95 spaces in Chatham’s grammars. 

Only two weeks ago officers were saying 
there was no facility for late testing, but 
now the grammars have laid on additional 
open days and been overwhelmed by 
inquiries from Kent parents unable to get 
into oversubscribed schools.

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Lack of tasers stuns 

Officers angered bv small number 
chiefs ordered from Home Office 


POLICE patrolling the streets of 
Kent have been left ‘angry and 
dismayed’ their bosses did not bid 
for more taser stun guns, writes 
Jenna Pudelek. 

Kent Police is set to receive 66 of the 
weapons after successfully applying to the 
Home Office for a share of the £8 million 
made available nationally to arm more offi¬ 
cers with tasers. 

Ian Pointon, chairman of the Kent Police 
Federation (KPF), which represents rank 
and file officers, said safety had been 
compromised by the decision not to apply 
for more of the stun guns. 

“I have scores of examples where taser 
would have been effective,” he said. “I have 
examples where it has taken six officers to 
subdue a violent offender and where offi¬ 
cers have been injured. 

“In other cases pepper spray and batons 
have been used resulting in injuries to the 
offender and other members of the public. 
All this could have been avoided with the 
use of taser. Patrol officers are angry and 
dismayed - they feel their very real needs 
have been overlooked.” 

Only seven forces nationally received less 
of the weapons than Kent in the 
Government’s taser roll out, including 
Hampshire and Essex, which both received 50. 

Mr Pointon added: “Taser is a vital piece 
of equipment. It protects officers, the public 


and enables violent offenders to be 
subdued with no ill-effects. 

“Kent Police’s decision to leave tasers in 
the hands of a few officers, often miles away 
from where it is needed, is plain crazy.” 

However, this week Amnesty 
International has urged the Home Office to 
limit the number of police officers armed 
with tasers following the death of a 15-year- 
old boy in Michigan, USA after he was 
shocked with a stun gun on Sunday. 

The teenager, who was reported to have 
been unarmed, was shocked by police when 
he “attempted to fight” them.Since 2001, 
the total number of deaths after the use of 
Taser guns in the US has risen to 351. 

Oliver Sprague, Amnesty’s UK’s arms 
programme director, said: “Here in the 
UK, we cannot ignore the history of the 
Taser in other countries such as the US 
and Canada. This is the second minor in 
the USA who has died after being shocked 
by a Taser. We do not want to see a repeat 
of that here in the UK.” 

The human rights organisation has 
also called for further tests into the safe¬ 
ty of the electro-shock weapons, which 
shoot barbed darts charged with 50,000 
volts of electricity. 

In response to the KPF’s criticism, Kent 
Police’s Assistant Chief Constable, Steve 
Harris, said: “Since the introduction of 
tasers in 2005, there have been 30 opera¬ 
tional uses, but only three of those result¬ 
ed in the taser being discharged.”

Sailor attempts to ‘sip and puff’ her way round UK

AN INSPIRATIONAL 
yachtswoman aims to 
take the ‘dis’ out of dis¬ 
abled as she embarks on a 
world record attempt to 
sail solo around the UK. 

Hilary Lister, who lives in 
Canterbury, was forced to abandon 
last year’s attempt due to bad 
weather, but said she was excited 
about the re-launch of her Round 
Britain Dream this May. 

If the 37-year-old completes the 
challenge she will become the first 
quadriplegic woman to have ever 
achieved it. 

She said: “I think the first aim is 
to demonstrate that people who 
are disabled are actually incredibly 
able. It is about taking the ‘dis’ out 
of disability. 

‘We all have our own strengths 
and weaknesses and I guess the 
other thing is to raise money 
for my Dream Trust, which is 
about helping other disabled and 
disadvantaged adults live out 
their sailing dreams.” 

Mrs Lister, who was a sporty and 
active youngster, suddenly found 
herself wheelchair-bound aged 
just 15, because of a progressive 
neurological disorder. 

As she gradually lost the use of 
her body and was left in constant 
pain she would not let it stand in 
the way of her ambitions and 
achieved a 2:1 in biochemistiy from 
Oxford in 1995. 

When she was 27 she lost the use 
of her arms and hands and as her 
condition worsened she had to 
abandon all her independence, 
which took her to an understand¬ 
ably dark place. 

But in 2003, a friend introduced 
her to sailing, which she credits 
with saving her life. 

“Sailing came along when life 
didn’t seem worth living anymore.

Within seconds of being on the 
water a light switched back on 
inside me. I knew I had found what 
I was going to do for the rest of my 
life,” she said. 

Now, Mrs Lister, who lives with 
her husband Clifford, is preparing 
to get back out on the water for the 
re-launch of her challenge on May 
18 from Plymouth. 

Appeal 

“I’ll be out in a boat on Sunday, 
which will be my first sail since last 
year. Then my boat goes back into 
the water thanks to Dover Marina 
on about April 15, so then I’ll be out 
pretty much everyday,” she said. 

Her boat Me Too an Artemis 20, 
a six-metre carbon fibre keelboat 
designed by Rogers Yacht Design, 
is controlled using a ‘sip and puff 
system. Three straws, which are 
connected to sensitive pressure 
switches, are used and a gentle ‘sip’ 


on one takes the boat starboard and 
a puff on the other takes it to port. 

When Mrs Lister left Dover in 
June 16,2008, for her first attempt 
the amazing sailor travelled the 
entire length of the south coast, 
but had to stop in Newlyn on 
August 13, due to consistently poor 
weather and gale force winds. 

She has already sailed the fur¬ 
ther any woman with disabilities. 

In 2005, she became the first dis¬ 
abled sailor to cross the English 
Channel, so she has a lot of experi¬ 
ence and her next trip will take 
her even further afield, including 
to the North Sea, the Irish Sea and 
the Caledonian Canal. 

Mrs Lister has appealed for KOS 
Media readers for help with her 
Round Britain Dream - a carer, 
two drivers and three ‘wet crew’ 
are needed to make up the team 
before the this spring’s challenge.

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Fuel poverty gripping households 


Survey highlights struggle to p ay 
for big increases in energy bills

MORE than 109,000 households in 
Kent and Medway are living in 
‘fuel poverty’ with the most desper¬ 
ate escaping their cold, damp 
homes to warm up in public build¬ 
ings such as libraries during day. 

Steve Dawe, spokesman for the Kent 
Green Party, said it was an “appalling” situ¬ 
ation in one of the world’s wealthiest nations 
and predicted the problem would escalate as 
fossil fuels deplete and if the economy con¬ 
tinues to crumble. 

The latest figures on fuel poverty, which 
are published by the Department for 
Environment, Food and Rural Affairs (Defra), 
reveal that in some areas of the county such 
as Dover as many as 18 per cent of households 
are in fuel poverty. 

Fuel poverty is defined as when more than 
10 per cent of household income is being spent 
on energy bills. 

Macmillan Cancer Support has also pub¬ 
lished figures about fuel poverty, showing the 
charity gave £37,630 to 206 patients in Kent 
last year to help them pay their energy bills 
after they were diagnosed with cancer. 

The charity compared the situation to 1911 
when its founder, the solicitor Douglas 
Macmillan, would give sacks of coal to people 


with cancer who could not afford to buy their 
own fuel to keep warm. 

Mr Dawe said: “It is pretty appalling for an 
advanced and industrialised country. 

“The UK has a pretty poor record on fuel 
poverty and what worried me immediately is, 
given that we are at the beginning stages of 
recession, what are they going to be like if the 
situation continues? 

“People on low and fixed incomes are very 
vulnerable to fuel bills if there are more in this 
proportion [due to the economy] then it is quite 
alarming as already nowhere in Kent is 
already below 15.5 per cent. 

“We need a number of basic things to survive, 
what can they do, cut down on water or food? 
It’s an impossible situation for people to be in.” 

Insulated 

Sevenoaks has the lowest percentage of 
households in fuel poverty, according to the 
Defra figures which are shown in parliamen¬ 
tary constituencies. 

Mr Dawe said that both central government 
and local authorities needed to do more. He 
called for all existing houses and new homes 
being built to be properly insulated. r 

He said: “It would only cost £6 billion a 
year for five years to completely insulate 
properly every single house in the UK. 

“It is not a very large amount adding up to 
£30bn when in comparison the Government 
gave £37bn to the banks in a single day and 
more since.”

to extend Winter Fuel Payments to cancer 
patients under 60, particularly those undergo¬ 
ing treatment in the past year who are termi¬ 
nally ill or that receive benefits. 

The charity’s regional director Steve Richards 
said: “Cancer patients of all ages tell us they feel 
the cold more because of the side effects of 
cancer and its treatment and having to spend 
more time at home. So their fuel bills soar 


whilst their household income has dropped.” 

Mr Dawe said that payments should be 
increased and take into account people’s par¬ 
ticular needs. 

He added: “People should not have to go out 
and go to a cosy Age Concern hall or the 
library to keep warm, they should be able to 
keep warm in their own homes. 

“I have been made well aware of people 
using these tactics and they come back to a 
cold and damp house in the evening. It is 
appalling to me.” 

Meanwhile, the shadow energy and climate 
change secretary, Greg Clark, welcomed pro¬ 
posals by the energy regulator Ofgem on 
Monday that the most vulnerable people 
should not be forced to pay over the odds for 
their gas and electricity. 

An investigation by Ofgem found that peo¬ 
ple on pre-payment meters, which includes 
many people in social housing, paid £125 
more than direct debit customers in 2008. 

Mr Clark, the MP for Tunbridge Wells, 
said: “It has been an outrageous situation 
that the poorest customers on pre-payment 
meters have been forced to subsidise better 
off consumers. 

“It is disappointing that it needed action 
from the regulator to bring this to an end.”

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Advertising Standards Agency upholds complaints claims of faster journey times were misleading

Rail firm in trouble 
over advert claims

A SOUTHEASTERN Railways 
advertisement about faster jour¬ 
ney times has been branded mis¬ 
leading by the industry regulator. 

The Advertising Standards Agency (ASA) 
upheld three out of four complaints made 
by seven people about an advert promoting 
the rail company’s new High Speed 1 service, 
which appeared in a national newspaper 
last year. 

Cllr Peter Lee, a Conservative member of 
Canterbury City Council and one of the 
complainants, said: “I am glad that the ASA 
have found this ad misleading. 

“I have noticed that a lot of the propaganda 
being put out in favour of the new trains to St 
Pancras could easily lead to passengers 
thinking that they will have an improvement 
in their services from December, 2009, when,

in many cases, the opposite will be the case.” 

The offending advert appeared under the 
headline ‘The future is fast approaching... 
Count the minutes’. 

It included a table that compared the jour¬ 
ney times in December, 2007, from 22 of 
Southeastern’s destinations to London St 
Pancras International with the fastest pre¬ 
dicted journey times for the same routes for 
December, 2009, when the high-speed trains 
are launched. It showed the overall time 
saved in minutes. 

Mistakes 

Two people said the ad was misleading 
because they believed comparisons between 
average journey times for December, 2007, 
and predicted fastest times for December, 
2009, were not like-for-like comparisons. 

The ASA agreed and in its ruling 
published on Wednesday, said “greater 
care should have been taken to ensure... 
the quoted figures were accurate and did 
not mislead consumers about the pro¬ 
posed time savings”. 

Southeastern admitted journey times 


for Heme Bay, Whitstable and Birchington- 
on-Sea had been incorrectly printed on the 
advert but said the company had not intend¬ 
ed to mislead the public. 

Three people noticed the mistakes and con¬ 
tacted the ASA. They also thought journey 
times for Broadstairs, Ramsgate and Margate 
were wrong. The complaint was upheld. 

The ASA also agreed with the four 
people who complained the December, 2007, 
journey times for Faversham, Sittingboume, 
Gillingham and Chatham included the slow 
stopping services, which were unlikely to be 
used by commuters and therefore gave a 
misleading impression of time savings. 

Cllr Lee was critical of the new high-speed 
service, he said services from Heme Bay and 
Whitstable would be adversely affected. 

He added: “In the off-peak, there will be no 
extra trains to St Pancras, and the current 
services to Victoria will make a number of 
extra stops and take at least 10 minutes 
longer than now. This will mean these servic¬ 
es are the slowest ever since the line was 
electrified in 1959, 50 years ago. 

“Commuters using the new trains to 
St Pancras will incur premium fares, and in 
addition have to buy a separate ticket for 
onward travel in London costing at least 
another £1,000 a year.”

Ensure Garden of England doesn’t get trashed - or pay the price 


Protecting Kent from 
rogues and flytippers

HOUSEHOLDERS have been 
urged to take steps to protect them¬ 
selves from rogue traders who 
dump waste illegally. 

The Clean Kent Campaign has launched a 
series of roadshows to highlight recent legisla¬ 
tion which means householders can be held 
responsible and fined if their rubbish ends up 
being flytipped. 

Melanie Price, co-ordinator of the campaign 
at Kent County Council, said: “The idea is to 
raise awareness through three easy steps so 
householders can protect themselves against 
flytippers. 

“It’s about making sure people have the con¬ 
fidence to ensure the traders they use are 
licensed waste carriers.” 

She said the intention was not to scare peo¬ 
ple but to highlight the legislation so house¬ 
holders can help in the fight against flytippers 
and prevent them from despoiling the Garden 
of England. Mrs Price urged people who find 
traders - such as plumbers, gardeners and 
builders - without licences to report them to

Clean Kent. 

“It could provide the missing piece in the 
jigsaw of an investigation already under 
way,” she said. 

The three simple steps householders 
should take are: 

• Always ask for a waste carrier licence 
number; 

• Check the licence number by visiting 
www.cleankent.com or calling the 
Environment Agency on 0870 850 6506; 

• If a tradesman is not registered, report 
them to Clean Kent on 0845 345 0210. 

Flytipping has reduced by 35 per cent in 
Kent during the last three years and there 
has been an increase in the number of 
prosecutions, with offenders facing up to 
five years in prison or a £50,000 fine. 

Mrs Price said consumers could find a 
further guarantee in the Buy With 
Confidence Scheme run by Trading 


Standards. This ensures traders who are 
members have been vetted and approved 
for trustworthiness and compliance with 
consumer protection laws. 

She urged businesses of all sizes to join 
the scheme. Officers from the Environment 
Agency, KCC and the 12 district councils 
will be on hand to answer any questions 
and concerns at the six roadshows being 
held at B&Q stores across the county to 
highlight the Householders’ Duty of Care 
legislation. 

Stalls will be set up at the DIY stores in 
Ashford on Tuesday, Canterbury on 
Wednesday, and Margate on Friday.

COMMUNITY projects that tackle envi¬ 
ronmental and social issues in Kent have 
received £70,000 of support. 

The investment from the Kent Waste 
Partnership (KWP) fund is going towards 
11 projects which together aim to prevent 
1,800 tonnes of waste from going to landfill 
in the next two years. 

A partnership between West Kent Extra 
and West Kent YMCA, which has long 
been collecting and refurbishing old house¬ 
hold items and selling them at low prices, 
will receive the highest amount of £25,000. 

The money from KWP will help pay for 
two new vehicles so collections can be 
expanded in the districts of Sevenoaks, 
Tunbridge Wells and Tonbridge and 
Mailing. 

Cllr Keith Ferrin, cabinet member for 
environment, highways and waste at KCC, 
said: “This is about supporting community 
groups at the grass roots to help residents 
and councils in managing household waste 
in good ways. 

“It’s a triple win for Kent taxpayers 
because it supports the need to provide res¬ 
idents with refurbished goods during the 
recession, it means we waste less as a 
county, and it’s all within existing costs.” 

KWP is a partnership between KCC and 
the county’s 12 district and borough coun-

cils. It is hoped hundreds of tonnes of fur¬ 
niture will be saved from going to landfill 
because the cost of waste disposal is 
increasing due to the landfill tax. 

Greenhithe Community Market Garden, 
which collects organic waste and composts 
it, is receiving £7,642 to improve its facili¬ 
ties. The compost is used to grow local pro¬ 
duce that is sold to the public and the proj¬ 
ect has saved 24,000kg of organic waste 
from landfill since 2007. 

KWP’s key aim is to reduce the amount 
of household waste sent to landfill. 
In 1998, 90 per cent of all household waste 
went to landfill and the partnership is set 
to meet its target to reduce this by 20 per 
cent next year.

Brown told recession is not 
a trigger for racism 


THE recession is not causing an increase in 
racial tension, Gordon Brown has been told by 
a leading Kent academic, writes Steve Knight 

Peter Taylor-Gooby, professor of social policy at the 
University of Kent, gave a presentation on the economic 
downturn at 10 Downing Street last week. 

Also in attendance was Cabinet Office minister Liam Byrne 
and energy and climate change Secretary Ed Miliband. 

Prof Taylor-Gooby presented to the politicians his 
research into what impact the 
recession has had on public atti¬ 
tudes to migration, climate change 
policies, trust in the Government 
and social welfare. 

He said: “Governments are 
always looking for new ideas, even 
when the financial crisis and global 
warming might seem to be giving 
them enough to think about. 

“The good news is that even when 
times are tough and there is real 
public concern about migrants com¬ 
peting for British jobs, there is no 
evidence of any increase in racism 
or racial prejudice. 

“People are also much less willing 
to tolerate extremes of wealth and 
more accepting of higher spending 
on those in poverty or without jobs. 

“The bad news is that people are 
much less willing to accept the high¬ 
er taxes and prices that will be 
needed if we are to cut consumption 


and deal with global warming.” 

His comments on race come 
despite the far-right British 
National Party winning a council 
seat in Swanley, and the on-going 
‘British job for British workers’ row 
on the Isle of Grain. 

Prof Taylor-Gooby attended the 
discussion - entitled Where Now for 
the Progressive Consensus? - at the 
request of the Strategy Unit, which 
gives policy advice to the Prime 
Minister. 

The invite came as the result of a 
book written by the academic called 
Reforming British Citizenship, which 
argues the case for extending public 
consultation on certain issues to help 
build trust in the Government. 

Prof Taylor-Gooby said it was 
important that those in power 
demonstrate they care about people 
from all walks of life. 

He said: “Recession promotes pro¬ 
tectionism but doesn’t roll back the 
progress that has been made in 
relation to diversity. 

“In difficult times it is even hard¬ 
er to get people to give up cheap 
imports or accept the higher energy 
prices needed to reduce carbon 
emissions. 

“There is an urgent need to devel¬ 
op the policies that will promote

confidence that the Government 
takes the needs of ordinary people 
as seriously as the demands of more 
privileged groups. 

“The research shows that we now 
have a real opportunity to do this.” 

The Prime Minister also spoke at 
the gathering, emphasising the chal¬ 
lenges faced by the Government. 

These included the recession, 
climate change, fear of unemploy¬ 
ment and a sense of insecurity in 
people’s lives. 


Government calls on teen to fight poverty 


A TEENAGER has been helping 
Government ministers brainstorm 
to come up with ways of eliminating 
world poverty. 

Avril Simpson, from Sittingboume, 
joined youngsters from around the 


UK at the Youth Summit. 

The 18-year-old was one of 50 
young people aged 16-28 at the 
event run by the Department for 
International Development. 

Some of the ideas will now be put 
in front of delegates at the G20 
London Summit. 

Avril and the others are all mem¬ 
bers of youth boards on charities 
and government departments. 

They gathered in London to dis-

cuss how conflict, climate change 
and the economic crisis can be tack¬ 
led to reduce global poverty. 

Their views will be presented to 
the Government and help form 
DFID’s new policy on the future

Avril’s views and those of the 
other young people will also form 
part of a global Youth Communique 
for the London Summit on April 2 
that will be shared with every G20 
country delegation present.

‘Young people are part of these 
solutions.

Airport chiefs 
seek decision 
on expansion 

LYDD airport bosses have called on 
Shepway council to make a final decision on 
its proposed expansion. 

Managing director Cliff Spink says the 
airport “can’t afford to wait any longer” after 
handing in the last of a number of submis¬ 
sions for its two applications, stretching 
back to December, 2006. 

However, protestors say the airport’s 
claim that more than 300 jobs could be gen¬ 
erated by the development is overridden by 
the potentially greater human and envi¬ 
ronmental cost. 

Mr Spink warned the council had to act 
quickly to approve the new terminal build¬ 
ing and runway extension. 

He said: “In the current climate, compa¬ 
nies need to react swiftly to business oppor¬ 
tunities in order to survive. Unemployment 
in Shepway has risen by almost 50 per cent 
in the past 12 months and things are likely 
to get worse before they get better.” 

About the potential impact on protected 
habitats surrounding the airport, Mr Spink 
said: “We understand the impacts of 
expanding the airport’s capacity and have 
set out how we can manage those impacts 
satisfactorily, while also improving prosper¬ 
ity and well-being for the human inhabi¬ 
tants of Dungeness.” 

However, Louise Barton of anti-expansion 
group LAAG said the development could jeop¬ 
ardise employment prospects in the area. 

Nearby Dungeness power station already 
opposes the plans on safety grounds and Ms 
Barton said 500 “top-quality” jobs, together 
with the 2,000 needed to construct the reac¬ 
tor, would potentially be under threat. 

She said: “It might produce 300 jobs in net 
terms, but there would be a loss of employ¬ 
ment on the Marsh during the summer due 
to lost tourism.” 

She referred to the recent attempt by 
Thanet’s Manston airport to become a 
transport hub and said: “It’s ludicrous to 
have competing airports less than 50 miles 
from each other, in a fragile economy, while 
wrecking the environment in the process.” 

The council’s planning manager, Chris 
Lewis, said: ‘We take seriously the points 
raised about the potential economic benefits 
of the airport proposals, but this is only one 
aspect that has to be considered. 

“There are other important issues, like 
those relating to aircraft noise and the 
potential impact on ecological sites of 
national and international importance.” 
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^Caught locally,

COURT chiefs have backtracked after their 
decision to scrap free tea and coffee for magis¬ 
trates caused uproar.

Mr Stanley said: “Tea and coffee is always 
something we have had and we do a pretty 
intensive job, so to have a break and to have 
that tea or coffee helps us make sure we are 
doing our job right.” 

Since the backlash HM Courts Service has 
reinstated the free tea and coffee but has 
replaced the free vending machines with ket¬ 
tles. It is believed the staff will still have to buy 
their own biscuits. 

Naturists warned 

TWO naturists have been to told to cover up 
at the start of their bold and bare charity walk 
from London to Birmingham. 

Mark Stephenson, 32 and Fiona Lincoln, 
26, from Strood, stripped off at the Thames 
Barrier on Monday but only made it as far as 
central London before a PCSO asked them to 
put trousers on. 

The pair are completing the walk to raise 
awareness of Oxfam’s clothes appeal and 
hope to encourage ramblers to donate old 
walking gear.

Ex-cop used law experience 
to mastermind drugs ring

A FORMER detective sergeant used 
his knowledge of the law to smuggle 
£4 million of drugs into the UK 

Michael Daly, 48, from Bexley, sailed across 
the Channel with 200kg of cocaine, amphet¬ 
amine and skunk cannabis before being 
arrested at Capel-le-Feme, near Folkestone, 
on May 16 last year. 

He was sentenced to eight years in prison 
last week after pleading guilty to conspiracy 
to supply class A and B drugs. 

Four other men involved in the plot - three 
from Kent - were jailed for a total of 27 years. 

Evidence 

Det Insp Grant Johnson said the heavy 
sentences imposed proved nobody was above 
the law. 

He said: “This result is a clear indication of 
the overwhelming evidence we secured 
against this highly-organised group of drug 
traffickers. 

“Sadly, Daly was an ex-Met Police officer 
who grievously abused his experience as a 
detective sergeant and went to great lengths 
to avoid prosecution. I hope this serves as a 
testimony that no matter who you are, the 
consequences will follow.” 

Kingston Crown Court heard how Daly 
planned the collection, transport and deliv¬ 
ery of the drugs along with Paul Young, 40,

from West Mailing. Both were employed as 
car salesmen at this point, along with the 
three other members of their gang. 

On April 22, the men were spotted collect¬ 
ing a motorised boat from a farm, which they 
sailed in at night the next day. 

Gary Brennan, 45, from Welling, helped 
them launch the vessel but remained in Kent 
while Daly and Young travelled to France to 
meet Patrick Ince, 45, from Tonbridge, who 
had driven over earlier in the day. 

Police believe the boat may have encoun¬ 
tered mechanical problems during the jour¬ 
ney, as Brennan was later spotted taking a 
van across the Channel that could be used to 
transport the vessel back. 

However, as Daly and Young attempted to 
do so they were stopped by French immigra¬ 
tion officials who found Daly in possession of 
a fake passport. During investigations into 
the forgery, the former DS went on the run in 
the country for three weeks, while Young was 
allowed to return to the UK. 


On May 15 he sailed back to France solo with 
help to launch the boat from Brennan and the 
fifth member of the gang - Neil McCrory, 31, 
from Woolwich, south-east London. 

When Young arrived in France he was 
helped to load the drugs on board by Daly 
and Ince, before Young and Daly sailed back 
to Kent. 

Police officers who had been keeping tabs 
on the operation decided the time was right 
to strike, and arrested the pair at Capel-le- 
Feme after finding the dmgs locked away in 
a nearby storm drain. 

Ince, Brennan and McCrory were all 
rounded up a short time later. 

All five later pleaded guilty to conspiracy to 
supply dmgs, with Young sentenced to eight 
years in prison, McCrory five years, Ince, 10, 
and Brennan, four.

If disaster ever strikes

PEOPLE concerned about terrorist 
attacks on Kent have been assured 


By SIEVE KNIGHT 


there are strong emergency sys¬ 
tems in place to protect them. 

Last week, Assistant Chief Constable Gary 
Beautridge told KOS Media the county was a 
prime target for terrorists and called on 
the public to remain vigilant in reporting 
suspicious activity. 

He also discussed the Government’s 
new anti-terrorism strategy, Contest, 
which was launched on Tuesday and 
lists four key areas for dealing with the 
increased threat - prevent, pursue, pro¬ 
tect and prepare. 

David Clokes, head of emergency plan¬ 
ning at Kent County Council, is one of 
several professionals throughout the 
country dedicated to protecting people 
from all manner of potential disasters. 

His role is one that is being champi¬ 
oned by the Home Office in the contin¬ 
ued fight against terrorism. 

Mr Clokes said: “It is my role to ensure 
the people of Kent receive the right serv¬ 
ices from the council in an emergency, and 
to ensure they have confidence in us and 
know we can deal with any situation. 

“We have a number of response plans 
in place, which can be activated at a 
moment’s notice if and when disaster 
strikes. 

“This job requires certain qualities 
such as the ability to remain calm under 
pressure, organisation, management 
and leadership, and excellent communi¬ 
cation skills. 

“There is no doubt my team members 
are highly-skilled, well-trained and ded¬ 
icated professionals who are extremely 
passionate about what they do.” 

Local authorities like KCC are required 
by law to draw up a range of plans to 
ensure there are people and resources 
available in the event of an emergency. 

During his 11 years in the job, Mr 
Clokes has helped deal with everything 
from major fires and armed sieges to 
burst water mains, ably assisted by a 
13-strong team consisting of several 
members with backgrounds in the emer¬ 
gency services. 

The last high-profile job they worked 
on was created earlier this year when 
nearly 1,000 tonnes of timber that had fall¬ 
en from a Russian boat washed up on the 
Thanet coastline. 

Mr Clokes said: “This was a huge oper¬ 
ation and we worked closely with the 


Maritime and Coastguard Agency, our dis¬ 
trict council partners and the police to deal 
with it as best we could. We even set up a 
helpline for people who were concerned about 
the environmental issues involved and to 


report sightings of timber on our shores. 

“With professionals from a number of differ¬ 
ent agencies working closely together the 
whole clean-up operation was speedy and suc¬ 
cessful and everything went according to plan.”

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Labour’s six steps to a better Kent

'WASTEFUL” spending on image 
consultants and internet TV will be 
stopped if Labour gains control at 
Kent County Council this summer. 

The party has also pledged to scrap the 
controversial Health Watch hotline - which 
cost £150,000 to set up but attracted only 
216 callers in its first four months - if voters 
elect its councillors into power on June 9. 

The promises are three of many made 
in Labour’s latest manifesto, which was 
published on Monday (March 23). 

In the foreword for the document, 
entitled Better for Kent, leader Cllr Mike 
Eddy outlined why he felt Kent’s residents 
needed to vote against the current Tory-led 
administration. 


He said: “The county council elections give 
us a real opportunity to make life better for 
everyone in Kent. 

“Since May, 2007, the Labour Government 
has invested billions of pounds in Kent, as it 
has nationwide, to make our public services 
more effective and our future more secure. 

“But in Kent we haven’t seen the full bene¬ 
fit of Labour’s investment because KCC has 
been dominated by the out-dated, divisive 
policies of the Conservative Party. 

“Kent Labour will work to make life better 
for the many, not the few. We will use 
resources to get the greatest benefit for the 
most people.” 

In the manifesto the party outlines how it 
intends to make improvements in six key 
areas - families, young people, the environ¬ 
ment, the economy, communities and health 
and care. 

Included in the ‘health and care’ section are 
promises to remove charges for cycling profi¬ 
ciency classes and tests, introduce subsidised 


swimming lessons for schoolchildren and 
extend schemes that involve families in 
deciding the best care packages for elderly 
and vulnerable people. 

In terms of the environment, Labour has 
promised to improve access to recycling cen¬ 
tres, encourage freight to move from road to 
rail to reduce air pollution and congestion, 
and to work with supermarkets to reduce the 
creation of waste. 

Rebuild 

The party has also promised to rebuild 
Kent’s economy, improve the county’s roads 
network, improve the KCC website and 
increase the number of out-of-school facilities 
for young people. 

Also included in the manifesto is a list of 
projects the Tories have “wasted” money on, 
which includes the internet service Kent TV 
and the reorganisation of Kent Highway 
Services among others and totals more than 
£26 million. 


Cllr Eddy said: “It is high time the people of 
Kent enjoyed the full benefits of a Labour 
Government, and only Kent Labour can bring 
these benefits to the county. 

“Only KCC led by Kent Labour can make 
best use of the Labour Government’s invest¬ 
ment to improve our schools, our health, our 
social care for the elderly and vulnerable, our 
businesses, our roads, our environment and 
our communities.” 

KCC Toxy leader Cllr Paul Carter said the 
Labour publication was “all mouth and 
trousers”, adding the Tories were continuing to 
break new ground in areas such as education, 
highways and support for elderly people. 

Asked if he was confident of the Tories stay¬ 
ing in power after the elections, Cllr Carter 
replied: “You can never be overconfident but 
we will do all we can to fight a good, strong 
election campaign.”

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Ex-projectionist remembers golden era of film at flicks which closed 40 years ago 


The original ‘super cinema’

A CINEMA enthusiast has 
shared his memories and nostal¬ 
gic images of a former picture 
house to mark the anniversary its 
closure 40 years ago. 

David Stickland worked at the Embassy in 
Tenterden near Ashford as a projectionist 
from 1965 until it was shut down in 1969 
due to falling audience numbers and stiff 
competition. 

He remembered fondly his time at the 
small one-screen cinema, 
he said: “The Embassy was 
built as a ‘super cinema’ 
that was close to the origi¬ 
nal one in town. It was such 
a shame to lose it because it 
was such a lovely part of 
the community.”

Entertainment 

Mr Stickland told how he 
had lived in Sussex until his 
parents uprooted the family 
to Kent when he was 16. 

As a teenager cinema pro¬ 
vided his main entertain¬ 
ment and he would some¬ 
times go three times a week 
to catch the latest ‘flick’ and 
his favourite ‘picture palace’ was the 
Embassy. 

“I spent most of my time at the pictures,” 
he said. “I had a choice of several cinemas 
including the Ashford Odeon, the Cranbrook 
Regal, the Maidstone Granada and the ABC 
in Maidstone but it was the Embassy in 
Tenterden that I fell in love with.” 

One day, Mr Stickland asked the manger if 


he could see the projection 
box and in a stroke of luck, 
which would be the start of a 
long career behind the scenes 
of cinemas around the South 
East, the chief projectionist 
offered him a job as they 
were short staffed. 

“My first jobs were polish¬ 
ing the floor and rewinding 
film. But I jumped at the opportunity and 
within a short time I became a full-time pro¬ 
jectionist at the age of 17,” he said. 

He said he remembered screening the big 
blockbusters of the day such as The Sound of 
Music, My Fair Lady and Doctor Zhivago. 

There were hundreds of other films and he 
estimated that he screen around 500 at the 
Embassy during his time there. 


Now, the majority of cinemas look the same 
but before many of the smaller pictures 
houses in towns were shut down in the 
1970s the interiors were much grander and 
more like theatres. 

Mr Stickland, who now lives in East 
Sussex, said: “When I used to go to the cine¬ 
ma, before I went into the business, I was 
excited throughout the whole day. 

“But I was more interested to see the inte¬ 
rior of the cinema that the actually film. The 
decoration and style of it, whether it was 
Greek, and all the Granada ones were based 
on a certain style. Cinemas were known as 
picture palaces - they were very grand.” 

Perhaps not surprisingly, he is not a fan of 
the huge multi-screen cinemas found in shop¬ 
ping centres and out of town retail parks. 

“I’ve worked in a multiplex, operating it, 




which was quite an experience,” he said. 

“But you lost the presentation when you 
went to a multiplex. At the Embassy we 
always tried to do something special for each 
film. We selected music that went with it for 
the beginning and end and lighting effects. 

“We often used to get comments about our 
effects and music. 

“I often go to Tenterden for visits and I 
have a lump in my throat as I pass the 
Embassy when I remember all my happy 
years at there.” 

Despite a petition with thousands of signa¬ 
tures when it was announced the Embassy 
was to close down, the cinema’s owners 
Shipman and Kings had already sold the 
building to a supermarket chain. 

The small 800-seat cinema had not attract¬ 
ed high enough audience numbers. 

Mr Stickland said when blockbusters 
were screened people would queue down the 
street, but the Odeon in Ashford barred the 
Embassy from screening the most popular 
films for up to a month after their release. 

“I’m afraid money talks... If only all the 
people who signed the petition had come 
along to see films then the owners would not 
have been in that situation in the first place,” 
he added.

This hypocrisy is torture 


Those who resort to moral 

outrage in the face of some 

very nastv truths need to 
get real, warns Peter Stokes 


HOW many of those who instant¬ 
ly become consumed with moral 
outrage when the word torture is 
mentioned would resort to tor¬ 
ture if the lives of their own loved 
ones were about to be forfeit? 

Although I abhor the concept of 
torture, I confess I would, unhesi¬ 
tatingly, torture any maniac who 
had buried my children alive 
pending the receipt of a ransom I 
couldn’t possibly afford to pay. 

I assume all caring parents, 
other than the clinically squeam¬ 
ish and those consumed by moral 
self-righteousness, would do the 
same. 

But what about the maniacs 
who have imposed a ransom 
upon our culture we can’t possi¬ 
bly afford to pay and who are 
attempting to assemble devices 
that could lay waste to our cities 
and kill untold numbers? 

Would I sanction the use of tor¬ 
ture to prevent such destruction? 
Of course I would, and I’d expect 
any leader of any party, no mat¬ 
ter how much they abhorred the 
concept of torture, to put the safe¬ 
ty of the nation and the lives of 
its people before their own views. 

That doesn’t mean I approve of 
indiscriminate torture. The 
Home Secretary should be held 
responsible for authorising the 
rare instances where torture was 
deemed appropriate. 

Hopefully, he or she would 
assume that responsibility 
despite the apparent lack of 
support from the public. That 


said, how many hypocrites dis¬ 
playing near hysterical levels of 
moral outrage at the mere men¬ 
tion of the word ‘torture’ would 
demand its sanctioning the 
instant it sank in that members 
of their family were in the line 
of fire and risked being killed or 
mutilated? 

Have no doubt, mass death and 
destruction by some terrorist 
group or another is going to hap¬ 
pen. It’s only a matter of time. 
Somebody knows who and where 
these people are. What are you 
going to do if you catch one of 
them? A BBC poll in 2006 estab¬ 
lished that most people oppose 
the concept of torture. 

Presumably this survey was 
drawn from the ranks of those 
happily going about their every¬ 
day free-from-fear-and-sudden- 
death lives. 

I wonder how many of our 
troops now being exposed to the 
constant fear of death and muti¬ 
lation would have swollen the 
numbers of those who oppose the 
concept of torture, had they been 
asked. But life is a game in which 


all nations have to compete to 
survive. 

It’s a tough, dirty game which 
Britain has to win (or at least not 
lose) if we’re to make enough 
money to pay our way, subsidise 
the less fortunate among us and 
help contribute to other less for¬ 
tunate nations. Governments 
can’t, of course, be seen to be 
playing dirty or the public might 
not continue to vote for them. 
Which presents our Prime 
Minister with a problem. 

He’d be attacked by the self- 
appointed protectors of human 
rights and civil liberties if he was 
foolish enough to announce his 
willingness to resort to torture in 
order to prevent extremes of 
death and mutilation - but he’d 
also be attacked by decent folk 
should he fail to do so. 

Hypocrites and the more sanc¬ 
timonious among us score twice. 
They retain their sense of moral 
self-righteousness, real or imag¬ 
ined, and get to stay alive - with¬ 
out having to dirty their hands. 

None of the above will go down 
well with those who have worked 



themselves into a frenzy after lis¬ 
tening to the recently released 
Guantanamo Bay detainee who 
claims he’s innocent and that he 
has been tortured. 

But it seems to me his tales of 
torture smack more of schoolboy 
antics than what one might have 
expected at the hands of a well- 
equipped state torturer. 

Incidentally, this article isn’t 
about whether torture is right or 
wrong. Of course it’s wrong, but, 
as it has been put: “Torturing the 
terrorist is unethical and can’t be 
justified, but it can be under¬ 
stood, and it can be forgiven”. 

But officers and NCOs who, in 
the heat of battle, will momentar¬ 
ily relinquish their own deeply 
held principles and sanction the 
use of torture in order to reduce 
casualties. They’ll pay the price of 
standing in the way of public 
opinion, the law and hypocrites 
more familiar with self-right¬ 
eousness than forgiveness.

KCC too slow to react 

TED Prangnell is rightly concerned about the 
Government’s proposal of a maximum 50mph 
limit on mral roads (Letters, March 15). 

This is an obvious smokescreen to hide the 
Government’s inability to deal with the terri¬ 
ble situation on our roads. 

A few years ago, as a RoadPeace committee 
member and a cyclist, I tried to gain support 
for a 40mph blanket limit on unclassified 
roads in Kent and Sussex. This had scant 
support and brought scathing attacks from 


those motorists who vehemently oppose any 
attempt to reduce speed on the roads. 

If this proposal got little support, despite 
the advantage of being relatively cheap to 
implement - all the “derestriction” notices 
now in place could have a 40mph maximum 
speed area instead - what chance is there to 
bring 50mph blanket coverage nationwide? 
Other counties, like Surrey, have a blanket 
40mph country limit, and I would ask KCC 
to contact such counties to seriously consider 
the advantages of this proposal. 

Of course, some motorists will always 
speed, but it may cut down on the plethora of 
30mph and 40mph signs - which to my mind 
are a distraction to many drivers. 

One example is the village of Laddingford, 
which after much campaigning by the local 
council and inhabitants was granted a 
40mph limit through the village, with the 


resultant 40mph signs on the road itself and 
metal signs on the roadside. It is much too 
high a speed for such a small village, with a 
school at a junction right in the centre. Even 
worse is that just yards beyond the school are 
“destriction” (the national 60mph limit) signs. 
This is on a narrow country road. There are 
many examples of inadequate speed limits in 
Kent villages.

We have cycled to Berlin from Ashford, (via 
Gravesend). The relaxed and enjoyable 
cycling didn’t start until we got to the Hook 
of Holland. 

Sadly, cycle touring in Kent is largely a 
nightmare. Kaddy herself has told me more 
than once that she won’t cycle again in this 
country. The cabinet member for highways 
has said that he won’t cycle here any more, 
as has the previous mayor of Ashford. 
Although there may be an increase in cycling 
in and around Ashford, there are some dread¬ 
ful examples of dangerous cycle routes. 

Ideally, there should be a cycle route to 
Paris, but even France is not that brilliant 
when it comes to cycling provision. However 
the French motorists and public are far more 
well disposed towards cyclists than they are 
here. 

When we cycled up the Rhone Valley and 
crossed the Jura into Geneva, there was a 
very marked and pleasant change in cycling 
provision in Switzerland compared with 
France. 

There are long-distance, safe cycle paths in 
abundance in Germany, Austria, Switzerland, 
Holland, Belgium, Denmark, and the rest of 
Scandinavia; stretching for 700km,or more. 

We are just not in the same league. Boris 
must realise that cyclists touring in Kent do 
not have the benefit, nor luxury, of traffic-free 
closed roads and police escorts that riders in 
the Tour de France have. Quite unlike so 


many of the places we visit, touring cyclists 
here are as common as hens’ teeth. 

In many years and thousands of kilometres 
of cycling on the Continent, I have never yet 
come across a dangerous scenario, or felt 
threatened. It isn’t like that here. 

Despite my leg disability, we have ridden 
many coast-to-coast routes (including from 
the Mediterranean to the Baltic), and made a 
number of other tours in France and else¬ 
where. 

And, it is not just that UK cycleways are 
largely pathetic, but that our country lanes 
are in a dreadful state, too. 

One of my local cycling friends came off his 
bike on shingle on the road before Christmas 
and he died later. Cycling is the most popular 
leisure activity in the countries mentioned 
above and it can account for more than 25 
per cent of the tourism business. 

It is very difficult to get the authorities to 
recognise this fact, but until they do and real¬ 
ly make an effort to catch up, it will stay like 
this. 

They are very good at producing glossy 
brochures, fancy maps, having meetings, sur¬ 
veys and producing lengthy reports full of pie 
charts, bar charts, graphs, etc, none of which 
match the reality of the situation on the 
ground. 

My Continental friends and relations will 
not cycle in this country, because they find it 
so dangerous and expensive. We are just not 
cycle-friendly, not in the same frame. 

Sorry, I wish we were.

TIME is running out for sporting 
talents to apply for Canterbury 
Christ Church University’s next 
round of scholarships.

HONDA’S first petrol-electric 
hybrid Insight (1999) looked like 
the future. 

Full aerodynamic coupe treatment even 
extended to smooth dish-shaped alloys and 
spats over the rear wheels. The bad news was 
just two seats and a boot full of batteries. 

Fast-forward 10 years and check out a new 
Insight that might be as ground-breaking as 
the original - by being ordinary. 

And when it goes on sale here in April, most 
of those drawn to it are expected to be not 
eco-evangelists, but ‘ordinary 7 car buyers, pos¬ 
sibly shopping for a VW Golf or Ford Focus. 

Indeed, after driving this elegant five-door 
hatchback, I found myself looking for ‘ordinary 7 
reasons not to buy it rather than seeing what 
allowances you had to make for ‘going green 7 . 

The main reason why is that Honda took its 
IMA hybrid system back to the drawing board; 
95 per cent was redesigned to save size and 
cost and create level pegging with ‘eco 7 ver¬ 
sions of conventional cars like the Golf

BlueMotion and Focus ECOnetic diesels. 

Priced from £15,490, with big savings on 
depreciation, Benefit in Kind taxation and 
everyday running costs, the Insight should aver¬ 
age well over 60mpg and it costs just £35/year 
to tax. Crucially, it also substantially under¬ 
cuts it arch-rival, the Prius (from £18,870). 

Have no fears on the reliability front either; 
Honda’s reputation for solid engineering is a 
legend and it would surely not jeopardise that. 

There have been no reported problems with 
the old Civic IMA and Honda people assured 
journalists at the launch that the operating 
life of the batteries would outlast the car itself. 

What about Insight ownership from a con¬ 
ventional perspective then? Well, the car looks 
good inside and out, with a decent size cabin 
and boot for the family hatch sector. 

The dashboard is not as radical as the Civic 
hatchback’s ‘starship 7 layout, but it does have 
a colour indicator close to your eyeline to enable

You also become content that gear-changing 
is left to the continuously variable (CVT) gear¬ 
box and oblivious to the Insight’s ability to 
reach 113mph and hit 62mph in a not unrea¬ 
sonable 12.5 seconds. 

It is not boring to drive, but your priorities 
change - quite quickly - and you also appreci¬ 
ate that the slippery styling makes the car 
refined at speed. 

With Honda’s expected economies of scale 
from hybrid versions of the Jazz supermini, 
Civic and a forthcoming roadster, the CR-Z, 
the hybrid era may be here at last.

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PEUGEOT invented folding hardtop cars in 
the 1930s and then made them mass market 
in 2001, by launching the 206CC.

HONDA might have pulled out of 
Formula One racing, but the 
brand’s flag still flies in rallying. 

Visitors to G&M Motors’ Gravesend 
dealership saw why last weekend when the 
Oaktec Honda Hybrid rally championship 
team arrived with their first generation 
Honda Insight hybrid - to celebrate the 
launch of its next generation namesake.

County’s drivers are 
treading dangerously 
according to survey 

NEW research shows more than 3.5 million 
cars are shod with illegal tyres and most of 
their owners have no idea they are breaking 
the law or risking lives. 

Nearly one in ten drivers currently have 
tyres below the legal 1.6mm minimum tread 
depth - either balding or completely bald. 

In Kent, 37 per cent have never checked their 
tyres, nearly 63 per cent have no idea what the 
minimum tread requirement is and 32 per cent 
don’t know how to do routine tyre checks.

Fiat Qubo 


YOU might look at the new Fiat Qubo 
budget MPV and doubt its Tunkiness’, 
but you won’t resist for long. 

It not only has an unusual rear window line 
to disguise the ‘Qubic’ bodywork, but Fiat has 
largely avoided dull shades. 

Nearest to normal are Line Blue and metal¬ 
lic Minimal Grey (quite), but the remaining 
array has a funky/fast-stepping element 
including Disco Green, Bolero Red, Rockabilly 
Black, Cool Jazz Blue and, yes, Funky Orange. 

It also thumbs its nose at those who rub¬ 
bished the so-called van-based MPV concept 
adopted by Fiat, Renault, Citroen and 
Peugeot, only to see sales soar and now face a 
boost from recession-hit bargain hunters. 



The Qubo is slightly different though; the 
pragmatic shape of the Fiorino van might 
have inspired the name, but the van’s platform 
came from a car - Fiat’s well-sorted Grande 
Punto supermini. 

Okay, you would be wrong to expect the 
Qubo to dance along a winding road with the 
poise of the Grande Punto - a taller body 
inevitably creates extra body roll - but you 
won’t be bored behind the wheel as I found out 
after borrowing a Qubo from Lipscomb Fiat at 
Aylesford, Maidstone. 



My car was a top-spec Dynamic with the 
75bhp 1.3-litre diesel option, a smooth opera¬ 
tor, if a bit coarse at take-off with the airy 
Qubo cabin to reverberate around. 

Acceleration is also lazy, but a precise six- 
speed gearbox allows the Qubo to be hustled 
along well. Motorway refinement is also good 
- again considering big cabin dimensions. 

There is a 74bhp 1.4-litre petrol alternative, 
but I was unable to test it and stats make it 
hard to pick a winner too: it is unlikely to aver¬ 
age more than 40mpg against the diesel’s 60- 


plus and higher C02 emissions place it in the 
£ 145/year road tax band against the cleaner 
diesel’s lowest payable bracket of £35/year. 

However, acceleration is slightly better (0- 
62mph in 16.2 seconds), petrol remains cheap¬ 
er than diesel and offsets the latter’s superior 
mpg and you will also pay £1,200 extra for the 
diesel in either junior Active trim or Dynamic 
- buyers need to weigh likely mileage and out¬ 
goings carefully when choosing. 

Insurance is a bargain Group Two across all 
Qubos though and any model might sell itself

on practicality: space is fantastic and generous 
stowage is a given, although Fiat has missed 
some tricks on detail here against rivals and 
by not fitting or offering overhead shelves or 
lockers when there is so much headroom. 

Seating is good, although the middle rear is 
not the most comfortable, even if legroom is 
unobstructed. 

Access to those folding back seats is excel¬ 
lent though, thanks to two sliding doors, while 
the high lift tailgate keeps rain off if you want 
to use the boot as a ‘grandstand’. 


Van origins and budget pricing are betrayed 
by a fair amount of painted metalwork and the 
dashboard is functional rather than funky, but 
with everything nicely to hand including the 
gearshift. Fiat’s now familiar ‘Blue & Me’ sys¬ 
tem enables hands-free phone and MP3 play¬ 
er operation - an impressive standard feature 
at this level that also brings a leather-clad 
steering wheel and audio/phone controls. 

Other welcome standard features are auto¬ 
matic door locking when the car pulls away - 
reassuring for those who intend this to be a 


family troop carrier - and removable rear seats 
that allow the car to fully revert to van mode. 

However, floor mats are extra on any model 
- though I understand Fiat is reviewing this 
after a lukewarm response from UK buyers - 
and you must upgrade to Dynamic trim to get 
air con, alloys, powered door mirrors, driver 
seat height adjustment plus the colour-coded 
bumpers and classy roof bars that really fit the 
Qubo style... especially if you really are going 
for the recession-lifting Disco Green or Funky 
Orange.

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Final chapter at paper mill 


A CHAPTER of Dartforcfs industri¬ 
al history will close on April 30 
when the town’s last remaining 
paper-making mill shuts its doors. 

It also marks the closure of the industry in the 
town where it started in the UK. 

Structural changes in the market demand for 
the sort of paper being made at Aijowiggins, in 
Priory Road, mean it will cease trading after 
150 years at the site. 

Two world wars and a string of recessions 
have failed to close the mill, but the economics 
of the paper market and the current downturn 
have taken their toll. 

Bosses and unions have not gone down with¬ 
out a fight in trying to keep it open. They put out 
nearly a 100 feelers around the world to tempt

a buyer for the mill, but there were no takers. 

So, after a 90-day staff consultation period, 
both sides conceded the only option was to close. 
All 125 workers will lose their jobs - 80 per cent 
at the end of April and the rest in phases until 
the end of the year. 

But it’s been a textbook consultation. Unions 
have praised bosses for the compassionate way 
they treated staff, and bosses say the unions 
have worked positively to try and find a solu¬ 
tion. Mill manager, French-bom Frederic Lang, 
said there was a stark difference between 
French and UK unions. The British were more 
pragmatic, he said, and they worked hard to

find solutions. 

Alan Sharpe, head of the mill’s Unite union 
chapel, said the management had acted 
“with compassion” and that they “must be 
applauded for their efforts”. 

A lot of the praise is going to its UK human 
resources co-ordinator Brian Scott, who has 
linked up with the South East England 
Development Agency (Seeda) to offer retrain¬ 
ing programmes and other assistance to all 
employees. He has dealt with each worker 
face-to-face. 

Mr Scott says the massive paper-making 
equipment will probably not be sold within 
the UK or any other part of western Europe 


- it will probably go to the Far East. 

The mill opened in 1862 and enjoyed its 
heyday in the mid-1960s, when there were 
about 1,500 staff running eight paper-mak¬ 
ing machines. 

Then it was called Wiggins Teape, well- 
known to printers all over the country, and in 
1990 began the process which ended with its 
name being Arjowiggins, an offshoot of 
French company Sequana, based in Paris. 

Recent production at the mill has been of 
thin printing papers, which have been used 
in things such as credit-card swipe machines. 

But they have been sidelined by new chip 
and pin technology and the market has evap¬ 
orated. The mill occupies 22 acres next to the 
River Darent, on the north-west side of 
Dartford. Production will now be transferred 
to Dettingen, Germany. 

Papermaking began in Dartford during the 
reign of Elizabeth I, when Sir John Spilman 
(or Spielman) set up the first paper mill in 
England in 1588 on a site near Powder Mill 
Lane, and soon some 600 employees worked 
there. 

Much of the town’s prosperity and growth 
in the 19th and early 20th centuries can be 
attributed to the success of the local paper 
industry.

WHETHER it was Daniel Defoe or Benjamin 
Franklin, the first person to say there’s nothing 
more certain than taxes and the Grim Reaper was, 
well, dead right, writes Tony Patey. 


AFTER my article on how to increase 
returns using tax relief, I have another 
idea for investors to consider. 

The use of an enterprise investment 
scheme (EIS) can increase returns for 
investors who can commit to holding the 
EIS for three years. 

Traditionally, EIS schemes carry higher 
risk than most equity investments as the 
underlying investment is in small, unquot¬ 
ed trading companies which are raising 
start-up or expansion finance by issuing 
ordinary shares. However, a more recent 
development by the market-leading EIS 
provider is to offer a lower-risk version, 
which is designed to attract investors who 
normally could not have coped with the 
risk of a standard EIS. 

The tax breaks are considerable. 
Investment into the EIS gets 20 per cent 
income tax relief, which generates a 7.5 
per cent per annum post tax return over 
the three years. Impressive enough on its 
own, but there are additional benefits. Any 
capital growth will also be tax free. 

Capital gains tax (CGT) deferral relief is 
available on the value of the investment, 
so if you have paid CGT in the last three 
years you can get this back, and it is 
payable again when the EIS matures. 

The big advantage for many is that they 
may have paid CGT at 40 per cent, and it 
will be payable at the new rate of 18 per 
cent when the EIS matures. This is 
another 22 per cent return to add to the 
initial income tax relief. Essentially, the 
returns over three years could be equiva¬ 
lent to over 50 per cent for a higher-rate 
taxpayer. 

The associated risks are that EIS invest¬ 
ments are not fully liquid and exit is only 
likely to be possible after the three-year 
term. Although the EIS provider seeks out 
well-placed, low-risk ventures with sta¬ 
bilised and insured returns, the value can 
go down and investors may lose money. 
Also, tax rates and reliefs may change.

In 1999 he received a trade inquiry about bamboo coffins via the 
British Embassy in Beijing and he made 12 sample coffins. 

The company chose not to pursue the project, so William decided to 
try and sell the coffins in the UK market and found, to his surprise, 
they sold extremely well, and a thriving business was bom.

Trish Fraser, managing director of Quality 
South East, the Investors in People centre for 
the region, said: “As the recession bites, we are 
urging South East employers not to cut 
spending on staff training, which is reported 
to be some £38 billion a year in the UK. 

“This report also emphasises that employers

to the survival of their company. People may 
find their previous role no longer exists, so 
will need different skills. Now is the time to 
be training and preparing for the upturn.” 

In the forefront of providing training are 
further education colleges. Business and 
accounting programmes continue to provide 
excellent springboards for both employment 
and entry into higher education. 

For example, North West Kent College’s 
Centre of Vocational Excellence and Career 
Academy in Finance are both operating in 
Dartford as a key part of the college’s work¬ 
force development strategy in conjunction 
with the Learning and Skills Council (LSC). 

The aim is to meet the requirements of 
employers with a range of full-time courses. 

MidKent College offers both apprentice¬ 


ships and advanced apprenticeships pro¬ 
grammes. These are funded by the LSC and 
are mainly - but not exclusively - for young 
people between 16 and 18, although there is 
funding available for those between the ages 
of 19-25 in priority occupations. 

Customised training is extremely useful for 
many businesses. For example, South Kent 
College’s Training 4 Business programme 
can help with that and with general advice 
on what best meets a firm’s training needs. 

Most colleges offer advanced courses in 
straight business studies, whether at A-level 
GCE or BTEC. West Kent College offers A- 
level studies, plus BTEC, Higher National 
Certificate and Higher National Diploma 
studies as well as a BA (Hons) business with 
marketing or accounting or tourism. 


Avoiding risks and hazards 


NEW health and safety rules are on the 
cards this year so there’s an even more 
pressing need for bosses, managers and 
supervisors to get up to speed. 

The Health and Safety Executive says 
that whether you are an employer or self- 
employed, you should know how to identify 
hazards and control risks. It says bosses, 
managers or supervisors will all need 
training about policies, where they fit in the 
business, how health and safety is man¬ 
aged and also about specific hazards and 
risks. 

Under new regulations businesses could 
be fined up to £20,000 and employers face 
up to two years in prison if they breach 
rules, warns the Association of Chartered 
Certified Accountants. Previously the max¬ 


imum fine was £5,000. The association 
advises businesses to carry out thorough 
risk assessments to identify all potential 
dangers. John Davies, its head of business 
law, said: “The scale of the new penalty 
regime underlines the importance of busi¬ 
nesses carrying out thorough risk assess¬ 
ments. Exactly how a business is expected 
to go about carrying out this assessment is 
not prescribed.” 

So thorough training would help. 

He added: “No exemption is provided for 
small businesses, the self-employed, or 
those buying business from other compa¬ 
nies. Similarly, insolvency practitioners 
appointed as liquidators and administra¬ 
tors, will also fall within the remit of new 
rules.” 


Creativity key to sales success 


ONE in five companies in the South East is 
experiencing a sales skills shortage, despite 
selling being critical in the recession, accord¬ 
ing to a new report by sales recruitment and 
training specialist Pareto Law and its parent 
company Randstad. 

It found that a fifth of companies reported 
a lack of sales expertise in areas such as tele¬ 
phone selling, negotiation, presentation and 
account management skills. 

Jonathan Fitchew, joint managing director, 
said: “Developing and training a strong sales 
team is critical to success - now more than 


ever. Companies need to invest in ensuring 
their sales people have the skills to quickly 
impact on business performance. 

“In a difficult market it’s all about having 
the knowledge to think creatively, looking at 
new markets, opportunities and strategies 
that will help the business not only survive, 
but come out of the recession in a stronger 
position for the future.” 

A big part of the selling process in an eco¬ 
nomic downturn is launching promotions 
with prizes. These can bring in big rewards, 
but organisers need correct training.

MANY companies adopt the bunker 
mentality during recessions and 
concentrate on the traditional four 
interlinked key performance indica¬ 
tors of staff and customer satisfac¬ 
tion, income generation and cost 
containment. 

That’s the message from the Fort 
Horsted Training Academy, estab¬ 
lished in 2007 to support the 
Medway regeneration project and 
allow businesses in Kent and beyond 
to have access to high quality work¬ 
shops. The academy highlights the 
indicators: 

• Staff satisfaction: This is a tricky 
one as people are aware of the down¬ 
turn and probably expecting a four- 
day week or worse at any moment. 
Reviews of staffing levels, pay rises, 
use of agency and temporary staff all

take place. These can send out very 
strong messages to staff, reinforcing 
the general mood of gloom. 

• Customer satisfaction: Companies 
dig out clients who haven’t heard 
from them for years to say hello and 
try to do business. Existing cus¬ 
tomers can be offered discounting 
options. 

• Income generation: Companies use 


email campaigns, mail shots and any 
other cost-effective tools to generate 
more income. Some adopt aggressive 
discounting and raise sales targets to 
sometimes unrealistic levels. 
Overdue invoices are chased hard, 
payment terms reduced and supplier 
invoice terms extended. 

• Cost containment: Budgets are 
slashed with training, marketing, 
advertising and sales being top of the 
list to be cut. Projects are put on hold 
and unnecessary expenditure 
trimmed or stopped. In short, a com¬ 
pany’s visibility in the marketplace 
all but disappears. 

But the academy says there is 
another way. Companies that invest 
in key skills training for core staff 
emerge from downturns way ahead 
of the competition. 


We must train to gain 


DON’T do less - do more when it comes to 
training. 

Companies are already taking the opportunities creat¬ 
ed by reduced demand to develop skills of their people at 
all levels. Performance management skills are particular¬ 
ly in demand - enabling people to manage change, work 
more effectively, get the best out of their teams and to 
deal positively with the effects of the economic environ¬ 
ment. 

In many cases, employers are linking training to specif¬ 
ic improvement projects in the workplace and training 
managers and team leaders in new skills required to 
achieve success. 

Linking training to immediate business objectives is 
particularly important, as is involving participants on the 
programmes in improvement projects linked to the train¬ 
ing. Projects generally relate to areas such as increasing 
availability on manufacturing plant, reducing costs in 


operations and processes, improving response times to 
customers and generating new business opportunities 
through diversification. One manufacturing company, 
through the reduction of 20 minutes in a repeated 
changeover operation which occurred twice on an average 
shift, generated a saving of over £280,000 over the year. 

Check list to get real benefits from the training: 

• Carry out an initial evaluation to determine the train¬ 
ing that will make the most impact; 

• Train people in skills needed to work more effectively; 

• Focus the development programme on specific needs; 

• Establish measures from the outset in terms of 
improved performance. 

A large number of organisations are seeing the possibil¬ 
ities offered by this sort of approach and are funding the 
development through their own training budgets. 

In addition, the Government’s push on training has 
been backed up by the Train to Gain programme which 
provides funding for individuals who meet the criteria. 


Fighting the recession 


COMMITMENT to training is 
helping engineering and manu¬ 
facturing companies of all sizes 
fight the recession. 

Across a range of industries - 
from pharmaceuticals to power 
generation, plastics to food pro¬ 
cessing, railways to nuclear 
power, and water to the environ¬ 
ment - all are finding that updat¬ 
ing skills, learning new skills, and 
multiskilling are all improving 
business. 

IPS International of Rochester 
says that instead of cutting back, 
the smart businesses are continu¬ 
ing or even expanding their com¬ 
mitment to training. 

Director Mike Henderson said: 
“They are finding that not only 
can productivity be increased, but 
also quality improved, waste 
reduced, teamwork boosted, 
health and safety sharpened up, 
and often savings made in raw 


materials. These are just a few of 
the benefits. The crucial test is to 
listen to views and ideas in a 
prospective customer company to 
find out what business benefits 
are needed and being sought, 
then to set targets which really 
measure improvement and design 
training which will fill in skills 
gaps to allow the targets to be 
met.” 

IPS also trains advanced 
apprentices using government 
funding, and funding aid also 
allows production workers to 
train and gain qualifications. 

Training programmes are 
designed to meet specific 
demands. 

Mr Henderson said: “Proper 
design is one way of helping to 
ensure the important manufac¬ 
turing and engineering sectors in 
Kent beat the recession and 
emerge stronger.”

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FA Trophy loss 
forces Fleet to 
slash budget 

EBBSFLEET United have unveiled a wave of 
cost-cutting measures after missing out on a 
lucrative return to Wembley in the FA Trophy 
last week. 

Fleet’s run to FA Trophy success last year 
earned the club a figure in the region of 
£250,000. 

With only a third of 
the club’s internet sub¬ 
scribers renewing 
their MyFc member¬ 
ship last month, the 
club were hoping a 
return to Wembley 
would provide a much 
needed cash injection. 

However, the semi¬ 
final defeat to 
Stevenage meant that 
chief executive David 
Davis, who joined the 
club last summer, has 
offered to work on a 
voluntary basis from 
April 1, in a bid to cut 
running costs. 

The club estimate an 
additional £25,000 will 
need to be raised each 
month to ensure the playing squad remains 
“competitive” next season. 

Fleet Group Development, who are contract¬ 
ed to the club to build the proposed new stadi¬ 
um, have also agreed to work free of charge, 
which could save the club £40,000. 

In addition, The Fleet Trust has confirmed 
that it will contribute a monthly sum and 
some of the club's ex-directors have also 
agreed to give the club £300 a month. 

The news follows the remarks of manager 
Liam Daish, who admitted after the FA 
Trophy exit that he was uncertain about his 
future at the club. 

He said: “Do people want me in charge next 
season? I don’t know. There are a lot of 
questions to be answered and I am sure all will 
be revealed.” 

Ashford on verge 
of administration? 

ASHFORD Town are the latest non-league 
club facing an uncertain future after chairman 
Don Crosbie (pictured) hinted he is on the 
verge of calling in an administrator. 

The Ryman South club, who 
are challenging for the play-offs, 
revealed their situation this 
week following an open letter to 
the club’s fans from Crosbie. 

In the letter the Ashford 
chairman explained the club 
have a number of debts, which 
could amount to £100,000, and 
has fallen out with co-owner Tony Betteridge. 

Crosbie said: “I care passionately about our 
great club. I am still totally committed and will 
continue to offer Tony a way out because this 
is the only way the club will progress.” 

The club’s plans to construct an £8 million 
sports village at The Homelands site have 
been put on hold.

I want to see my kids 
grow up, says Grazioli 

E ve condition cuts Dover striker’s career short 




THE term legend’ is often banded 
around in football but this is how 
striker Giuliano Grazioli will be 
remembered after being forced to 
hang up his boots. 

The 34-year-old Dover Athletic striker was 
told by a consultant that he could risk losing 
his sight if he carries on playing and has 
reluctantly decided to retire. 

The former Barnet hitman joined Andy 
Hessenthaler’s Whites this season and 
believes the eye condition stemmed from a 
concussion received during a 2-1 victory at 
Wealdstone in November. 

Devastated 

Grazioli, who has made 237 appearances and 
scored 119 goals in 14 years, was devastated. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “It was a hell of a 
shock. I am 34 and I have had my career but 
I thought I still had another two or three 
years left in me. Football is all I know and it 
was my main income, but I have made the 
right decision. I have got two young kids and 
I want to see them grow up.” 

Grazioli became a household name in 
January 1998, when his first half strike for 
non-league Stevenage Borough earned a 
lucrative FA Cup fourth round replay against 
Newcastle United. 

After spells at Swindon Town and Bristol 
Rovers he joined Barnet where he became a 
cult hero. At Underhill he scored 62 goals in 
131 games, including 29 in 2004/2005 season, 
which helped earn his side promotion to the 
Football League. 


He said: “The goal against Newcastle was 
massive for me. It really put me on the map 
and suddenly I was the name on everybody’s 
lips. To score the goals, which got Barnet back 
into the Football League and win the golden 
boot was very special.” 

Despite only scoring five times in 25 appear¬ 
ances for the Whites, Grazioli says he will 
remember his time at Crabble as fondly as 
any other period in his career. 

The 34-year-old has been impressed by the 
professionalism shown by the club and 
believes they will go from strength to 
strength. 

He said: “Playing at Dover feels as good as 


when I was playing at Barnet. I am amazed 
how many supporters turn out. It is some¬ 
thing Dover as a town should be proud of.” 

Grazioli has been overwhelmed by the mes¬ 
sages of support from Barnet and Dover fans 
and says he will miss performing for them. 

He is unsure where his future lies, but will 
stay at the club until the end of the season in a 
coaching role. 

He added: “I have got to thank Andy 
Hessenthaler, Darren Hare and the chairman 
Jim Parmenter for letting me stay. Some clubs 
would have told me to leave straight away. I 
am grateful for the opportunity to do a bit of 
coaching and am looking forward to it.”

OLYMPIC champion Jamie Staff believes 
the standard of competition has improved 
after missing out on the gold medal at the 
World Track Cycling Championships at 
Poland this week. 

The Ashford cyclist, competing for Great 
Britain in the Team Sprint, narrowly 
missed out on becoming world champion 
after France clinched the final by three 
tenths of a second. 

Staff headed a new Great Britain Team 
Sprint trio for the event, riding alongside 
fellow Olympic champion Jason Kenny and 
Matt Crampton, who replaced the injured 
multiple Olympic champion Sir Chris Hoy. 

The Great Britain team progressed to 
the final on Wednesday after finishing in 
second place behind France in the qualify¬ 
ing round. 


Despite a strong opening lap by Staff, 
Great Britain were always chasing France. 
Hoy’s replacement Crampton was over¬ 
geared and fell off the tail of the trio on the 
opening lap, leaving him with too much 
work to do on the final lap. 

Great Britain pulled some of the time 
deficit back, but were forced to settle for 
the silver medal. 

The 35 year-old was disappointed not to 
become world champion, but felt the com¬ 
petition had improved since the Olympics. 

He told British Cycling: “I knew there 
was more in there from what I had done in 
training. I got a bit more out in the final but 
it wasn’t good enough. 

“The French are always hard to beat in 
this event. The level in this event has defi¬ 
nitely stepped up but I’m disappointed.”

CHARLOTTE Edwards insists 
the England and Wales Cricket 
Board must capitalise now on 
her England side’s World Cup 
win to help raise the profile of 
women’s cricket. 

The Kent and England skipper believes 
there will never be a bigger opportunity to 
showcase the sport and build on her team’s 
success, as they bid to add to their list of 
achievements with the ICC Women’s World 
Twenty20 and the Ashes this summer. 

The 29-year-old told Kent on Sunday that it 
will depend on how the England side are mar¬ 
keted this summer as to whether their 
achievements are to be fully realised. 

“This is not just about us winning the World 
Cup, it’s about building for the future and we 
really hope to make a difference,” she said. 

Opportunity 

“As a governing body, the ECB need to drive 
this home to get the word out. It’s a massive 
opportunity, especially as we head into a 
summer that includes the World Twenty20 
and the Ashes. 

“There is a lot of work to do and I think com¬ 
mercially it’s how we are marketed. If we are 
marketed in the right way, hopefully more and 
more people will come to watch us and we’ll 
get more television coverage.” 

The England captain admitted she thought 
her side had messed it up after losing a flurry 
of wickets in chasing down 166 in Sunday’s 
final against New Zealand, and felt a sense of 
relief when Holly Colvin and Nicky Shaw 
ticked off the winning runs. 

She said: “It was my fourth attempt at try¬

ing to win the World Cup and I might have 
given up if we didn’t do it this time. It’s an 
amazing feeling to be world champions and 
it’s only just starting to sink in what we have 
achieved.” 

Fellow Kent and England team-mate, 
Lydia Greenway, told KoS that her county 
and national captain played a big part in 
helping her side win the trophy. 

She said: “We are all so happy as it is some¬ 
thing we have been working towards for the 
last four years, and in some sense it is a bit 
of a relief. As for Charlotte, I can’t speak 
highly enough of her. 

“She is definitely the best captain I have 
played under, she seems to get everyone 
involved which is why we have such a good 
team spirit. She is such a good player and is 
so experienced and she played a massive 
part in what we achieved.” 

The Kent duo have been given a week off 
training before they return for the build up 



to the inaugural Twenty20 in June. The 
importance of a summer, which includes 
Twenty20 and the Ashes, is not lost on 
Edwards. 

She said: “This summer could be another 
special one for us and I know we are all look¬ 
ing forward to the start of the season. 

‘While we were away the 
thought of the World 
Twenty20 had not 
crossed our minds, 
but for me, I think it’s 
great having such 
a big tournament 
so close after the 
World Cup. 

“It gives us some 
thing to concentrate 
on and means 
we can cany the 
momentum of winning 
the World Cup with us.”

KENT all-rounder Azhar Mahmood 
feels he may have to focus on limit¬ 
ed overs cricket to help prolong his 
career in the game. 

The former Pakistan international is look¬ 
ing to continue playing for another three 
years, but feels the packed county fixture list 
may see him miss further County 
Championship games in the future. 

Mahmood, 34, missed 10 of 16 games in 
the Championship last season after suf¬ 
fering a number of niggling injuries, but 
the all-rounder returned to training at 
the St Lawrence this week, injury free 
and raring to go. 

Passion 


He told Kent on Sunday: “I’ve worked 
hard in pre-season and I feel in shape but in 
a county season it’s difficult to not pick up 
niggling injuries; it’s not easy. You don’t 
have much time to recover, especially as I 
am an all-rounder. 

“Cricket is a passion for me. You see people 
playing up to the age of 40 and I’m only 34, 
so if I can deliver I have the chance to con¬ 
tinue playing. 

“If I can’t play Championship cricket, I 
could play one-day or Twenty20 cricket, 
because I really feel that is the way for¬ 
ward.” 

After signing from rivals Surrey last year, 
Mahmood’s swashbuckling style made him 
an instant hit with the club’s members, par¬ 
ticularly in Twenty20 and the Friends 
Provident Trophy. 

The Pakistani, who helped Kent to two 
major limited overs finals last summer, said 
relegation and defeat in the cup competi¬ 


tions has made him and the team focused on 
winning some silverware this year. 

“It was a shame we didn’t win anything in 
the end but overall it was a good season and 
I think we did an excellent job,” he said. “We 
played well and that’s why we went so far. I 
think this year we are looking forward to 
winning those we came so close to last sea¬ 
son.” 

Mahmood and fellow team-mate Justin 
Kemp’s involvement at Canterbury also 
courted a degree of controversy last season 
as a result of their involvement in the ‘rebel’ 
Indian Cricket League. Kent would have 
been eligible to play in the inaugural 
Champions League, but were blocked by the 
International Cricket Council who continue 
to refuse to recognise the ICL. 

Mahmood believes the ruling was harsh 
on Kent, but doesn’t reget playing in the 
competition for Lahore Badshahs who won 
in the final of this year’s competition. 

He said: “It’s shameful that we qualified 
and still we couldn’t go to the Champions 
League because of myself and Kempy. I have 
no idea why that happened, it’s up to the 
people that are making decisions. We had to 
live with that, I have no regrets but I feel 
sorry for the club because they couldn’t go 
because of us. But at the same time there 
were no hard and fast rules.” 

Having featured at the top end of the 
game for 15 years, the former international 
is hoping to take his experience as a player 
into coaching. He hopes to complete his 
Level Two course in June and hasn’t ruled 
out following former Pakistan team-mate 
Mushtaq Ahmed into international coach¬ 
ing. 

“It’s been good fun and I think I have got 
so much out of cricket that I want to give 
something back, through my knowledge and 
experience,” he said. “I never thought I

would go on to play international cricket 
with Pakistan, but I am quite focused and if 
there is an opportunity I will take it and 
deliver to the best of my ability, if it’s at club 
level or whatever. 

“Let’s see what happens. It’s kind of like 
Mushy (Ahmed), who is now coaching 
England’s spin bowlers. If I get the opportu¬ 
nity to coach after the game then I would 
look to do that, but at the moment I am con¬ 
centrating on my cricket.”

LOSING last year’s boat race was one of the 
worst feelings in sport, according to rower 
Henry Pelly who hopes to banish those mem¬ 
ories this afternoon. 

The Bromley rower, representing 
Cambridge, is one of three from Kent com¬ 
peting in the prestigious 155th running of 
the university boat race. 

Joining Pelly in the Cambridge crew is 
Ashford’s Tom Ransley and in the opposing 
Oxford crew is Great Britain Olympian Tom 
Solesbury from Farnborough. 

After experiencing defeat last year, Pelly 
believes he is better prepared and is desper¬ 
ate to end up in the winning crew. 

He said: “I am feeling very confident 
ahead of the race and am well prepared. 
The majority of the squad tasted disap¬ 
pointment last time and we are desperate to

win this time round. When you lose an 
event like this it makes you feel very bitter. 
It is almost as if there was no point in tak¬ 


ing part, when you cross the finishing line 
in second. 

“Last year we lost one of our rowers before 
the race so we had to call on a substitute. 
There was no problem with the rower, but 
we were not as settled as we were with our 
first choice. I think that is how the race got 
away from us. This year we are better pre¬ 
pared.” 

The famous race between Oxford and 
Cambridge Universities began in 1829. It 
has been contested every year outside of the 
World Wars since 1856, making the event 
one of the most famous occasions in sport. 

Hundreds of thousands of spectators will 
line the famous four-mile course between 
Putney Bridge and Mortlake, with millions 
more watching on ITV1. The race will begin 
at 3.40pm this afternoon.
